Series specialists have long known how maddeningly elusive 
certain issues could be, but the population reports quantified that rarity. For numismatists intrigued by "the chase" as well 
as aesthetics, Buffalo nickels grew even more popular. The S.G. Griffin Collection, some 70 pieces strong, is presented in a 
special catalog section. Among its highlights are a 1916 Doubled Die Obverse, FS-101, AU55 NGC, and a 1924-S MS65 
NGC, among the finest known. 


The Brenda John Collection, Part Two 

We offered Part One of the Brenda John Collection in our recent June Long Beach auction, and we continue at Summer 
FUN with more extraordinary Lincoln cents and Buffalo nickels. These series are among the most popular for American 
collectors, and specimens of Registry Set quality attract spirited bidding attention. Many collectors started as novices with 
these iconic coins, growing with the new challenges of pursuing higher grades as they became specialists. Whatever the 
collecting scenario, these coin series are much loved and aesthetically appreciated. 


The Kallenberg #1 Registry Collection of Proof Quarter Dollars 

Heritage was privileged to sell the Kallenberg #1 Registry Set of Proof Half Dollars in FUN 2008, and now to offer the 
Kallenberg #1 Registry Set of Proof Quarter Dollars at Summer FUN 2010. After many years of dedicated labor chasing the 
finest examples, Mr. Kallenberg has assembled the #1 Current, #1 All-Time (Tied) Washington Quarters Basic Set, and the 
#1 All-Time, #1 Current Proof Set up to the present (including Statehood quarters). 

Mr. Kallenberg's interest in rare coins began in the late evening hours of December 25, 1967. "A friend of my father en¬ 
tertained me with a few coins to sort through while they chatted, including some wheat backs and an Indian Head cent. 
When I asked about the differences, he explained the history of each coin and what was happening in the country and 
the world that year. I was hooked." Mr. Kallenberg, like many collectors of the time, started filling holes in his Whitman 
albums. "As a preteen, medical situations limited how much I could do on occasion, so my friend Curtis Wellborn would 
ride his bike to the bank for rolls of cents and nickels; after we sorted through them, he would bike back to the bank for 
more. We built our collections and friendship." From this one evening developed an outstanding numismatist and Life 
Member of the ANA. 

For more than a decade, Mr. Kallenberg focused on half dollars, building Mint State collections in the Walking Liberty, 
Franklin, and Kennedy series that were ranked among the Top 5 PCGS Registry Sets. His next challenge was the proof 
strikes, which Heritage sold in 2008. Along the way, Mr. Kallenberg began to pick up extraordinary Washington quarter 
proofs when he encountered them, ultimately to specialize in the denomination. He bought new proof sets every year to 
practice his grading skills, and many of the coins from 1936 came that way. 


Concluded Mr. Kallenberg: "This set would not have been possible without the Heritage team. My decision to sell came 
as it has in the past - with the realization that I could not move the collection much further and I want the satisfaction of 
building something new. My hope is that other collectors can add to, improve, or expand their collections through this 
auction. I must thank Bonnie, my wife, who has been very supportive of my collecting, which has been a part of my life 
for more than four decades. I especially value all of the good people that I have met, and sincerely thank all who have 
helped me."

Fine. Breen-208, W-11500. Nothing below king. The central 
devices show considerable wear and the surfaces are granular, but all 
peripheral legends are easily readable on this example of early New 
Jersey coinage. These undated coins were imported from Ireland by 
Mark Newby circa 1670 to serve in the Colonial economy. Listed 
on page 39 of the 2011 Guide Book. 

3002 (1694) London Elephant Token, Thick Planchet—Planchet 
Flaw—NGC Details. XF. Hodder 2-B, W-12040, R.2. A lightly 
worn chocolate-brown example of the popular token with GOD 
PRESERVE LONDON reverse. The obverse is smooth if softly 
struck, while the reverse shows the extensive planchet voids which 
account for the details grade. Listed on page 44 of the 2011 Guide 
Book. 


Scarce AU53 London Elephant Token 
Thick Planchet, Hodder 2-B 



3003 (1694) London Elephant Token, Thick Planchet AU53 NGC. 
Hodder 2-B, W-12040, R.2. A deep brown example that provides 
a consistent strike and refreshingly unblemished surfaces. A solitary 
slender vertical planchet void is noted at 5 o’clock on the reverse. 
This is the most available Elephant token variety, but the type is 
under strong demand from Early American collectors. Listed on 
page 44 of the 2011 Guide Book.

3007 1773 Virginia Halfpenny, Period MS63 Red and Brown PCGS. 
Newman 27-J, W-1585, R.2. Generous copper-orange elements 
mingle with the dominant violet-brown on this Select example. 
Well struck with few singularly mentionable abrasions. Listed on

3008 1773 Virginia Halfpenny, Period MS63 Red and Brown PCGS. 
Newman 26-Y, W-1680, R.2. Substantial orange-red remains, 
particularly on the reverse, although the portrait and obverse field 
are deep brown. The grade appears conservative despite a minor 
fingerprint on the A in VIRGINIA. Encapsulated in a green label 
holder.

This prooflike Premium Gem 
has a good strike and an unabraded appearance. Remarkable quality 
for this pre-Revolutionary War issue.

Miller 33.9-S.2, W-3490, R.2. Extensively cracked on the reverse 
with “blobby” first 7 in the date, as often seen.

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3011 1787 Nova Eborac Copper, Seated Right AU55 PCGS. Breen' 
987, W-5760, R.4. A splendid, sharply struck representative with 
smooth surfaces and excellent centering. Trivial surface marks are 
entirely inconsequential on this example. PCGS has only certified 
one finer piece while NGC has never graded a better example.

54-k, W-5295, R.3. A scarce die pair which is the only known 
appearance of the memorable “Serpent Head” obverse. This is 
a Choice VF coin with dappled caramel and chocolate color. A 
planchet void affects the lower shield and nearby fields. Listed on 
page 67 of the 2011 Guide Book. Population: 8 in 35, 6 finer (6/10).

Distinctive 1787 Newman 1-B Fugio, VF25 



3014 1787 Fugio Cent, UNITED STATES, No Cinquefoils VF25 
PCGS. Newman 1-B, R.4. An important variety from obverse 
die 1 that has several distinctive differences from other obverse 
dies. Most specific among those is the cross after the date with no 
cinquefoils. The sundial is also incorrectly engraved, with a Roman 
numeral X following VIII. 

Although a few small marks are visible on each side, the planchet 
is smooth with lovely olive-brown and golden-tan surfaces. Here is 
an excellent chance to acquire the scarce and distinctive Newman

Rays VF30 PCGS. Newman 8-X, W-6750, R.3. The prominent 
die break on the lower obverse legend identifies the marriage. 
An attractive chocolate-brown Fugio with clean surfaces and 
substantial design definition. Listed on page 83 of the 2011 Guide 
Book. (#883) 


3017 1787 Fugio Cent, STATES UNITED, 4 Cinquefoils, Pointed 
Rays VF35 PCGS. Newman 6-W, W-6730, R.4. This minimally 
abraded chocolate-brown Fugio is moderately worn, but all legends 
are readable aside from a few of the Roman numerals on the sundial. 
Listed on page 83 of the 2011 Guide Book. (#883) 

3018 1787 Fugio Cent, STATES UNITED, 4 Cinquefoils, Pointed 
Rays XF40 PCGS. Newman 6-W, W-6730, R.4. The die crack 
through the 8 o’clock ring identifies this seldom-seen variety. The 
golden-brown surfaces are uncommonly smooth, and the strike is 
crisp save for the lower right area of the sundial and the upper right 
portion of WE ARE ONE. Listed on page 83 of the 2011 Guide 
Book. (#883) 

3019 1787 Fugio Cent, UNITED STATES, Cinquefoils VF35 PCGS. 
Newman 8-B, W-6740, R.3. This deep olive-brown Fugio has 
bold sundial numerals and an absence of abrasions. Struck from 
clashed dies, and a few degrees off center toward 3 o’clock. Listed 
on page 83 of the 2011 Guide Book. (#889) 


Off-Center 1787 Newman 21-1 Fugio Cent, VF35 



3020 1787 Fugio Cent, UNITED STATES, Cinquefoils—Struck 
12% Off Center—VF35 PCGS. Newman 21-1, R.4. This piece is 
struck 12% (per PCGS) off-center at 2 o’clock. It is a late die state 
with heavy clash marks evident on each side. Both sides have a 
pleasing blend of olive, tan, and darker brown patina, with pleasing 
surfaces that are only trivially abraded. It is exceptional quality for 
any Fugio cent, and is particularly desirable for its error and scarce 
die marriage.

The PCGS number ending in .97 suggests Environmental 
Damage as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that PCGS 
deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has the 
details of a VF specimen that has been corroded. 

This highly desirable double struck specimen has nice details 
with dark brown surfaces that exhibit some green corrosion and 
other porosity. A few additional scrapes and blemishes are noted.

3025 1787 Fugio Cent, Club Rays, Concave Ends, FUCIO XF40 
NGC. Newman 2-C, R.6. This variety is significant, as the 
obverse has the FUCIO engraving blunder. It is the only use of 
either die, and only about a dozen pieces survive. Newman 2-C 
also represents the Club Rays, Concave Ends obverse style that 
is also elusive. 

This example has a slightly brassy appearance, with yellowish 
highlights on otherwise deep blackish-brown surfaces that 
exhibit minor corrosion “due to typical planchet characteristics,” 
according to Michael Hodder in the 1987 catalog of the Taylor 
Collection. Hodder continued in his distinctive cataloging 
style to write that this piece is “one of the finest known of the 
issue; on a better planchet than Robison-270, nearly as nice as 
Roper-412, and nicer than the Kessler plate coin.” 

In the 1987 offering of the Taylor Collection, the Newman 
2-C variety was considered R.7, while today it is listed as R.6 
in Eric Newman’s United States Fugio Copper Coinage of 1787, 
released less than two years ago. The Taylor specimen is sharper 
than any of the three examples plated in Newman’s book. It 
is also sharper than the Norweb specimen. Despite the new 
publication that is illustrated with Bill Noyes’ color photography, 
there is no other Census information included, so we are unable 
to state exactly where this piece ranks, although it is certainly 
high on the short list. Here is an incredible opportunity for the 
advanced specialist to acquire an impressive example of the 
Newman 2-C rarity. Listed on page 84 of the 2011 Guide Book.

Rare Brass ‘1787’ New Haven Restrike, AU55 


3029 1787 New Haven Brass AU55 PCGS. Newman 104-FF, 
W-17560. A golden-brown example with slightly deeper steel-gray 
toning across the peripheries. The sundial displays friction from 
brief non-numismatic handling, but satin luster dominates the 
devices. The central obverse is not buckled, contrary to Breen’s 
comments for brass pieces (Breen-1321). The New Haven Restrike 
is rare in brass format. Listed on page 84 of the 2011 Guide Book.

Desirable Choice AU Bar Cent 



3030 (1785) Bar Copper AU55 PCGS Secure. Breen-1145, W-8520, 
R.4. This distinctive but anonymous issue is referred to in the 
November 12, 1785 New Jersey Gazette, which comments that “a 
new and curious kind of coppers have lately made their appearance 
in New York. ... These coppers are in fact similar to Continental 
buttons without eyes; on the one side are thirteen stripes and on 
the other U.S.A. as was usual on the soldiers buttons.” A lightly 
circulated walnut-brown example. Unabraded aside from a single 
brief thin mark on the field between the lowest two bars. The 
popularity of the Bar cent has led to counterfeiting, but the present 
piece has both major diagnostics, which are the spur from the end 
of the second bar, and a slender die crack at the center between 
bars. Listed on page 70 of the 2011 Guide Book. Population: 16 in

3031 1789 Mott Token, Thick Planchet, Plain Edge AU58 PCGS. 
Breen-1020. This medium brown Mott token is from late stage 
dies, with a large die break from the upper left clock comer, a soft 
impression on the eagle, and a roughhewn texture to the fields. A 
few degrees off center toward 12:30, and the reverse has a rim ding 
at 9 o’clock. Listed on page 70 of the 2011 Guide Book. Population:

3032 1783 Washington & Independence Cent, Large Military Bust 
AU55 PCGS. Baker-4, W-10190, R.4. This briefly circulated 
deep chocolate-brown representative has medal turn instead of the 
usual coin turn. No marks are visible save for a small tick near the 
branch. Listed on page 75 of the 2011 Guide Book. Population: 20 
in 55, 34 finer (6/10). (#667) 

3033 Undated Washington Double Head Cent AU53 PCGS. Baker- 
6, W-11200, R.2. A briefly circulated deep golden-brown 
Washington cent that has a good strike and a few thin field marks. 
Listed on page 76 of the 2011 Guide Book. Population: 21 in 53, 54 
finer (6/10). (#692) 
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3034 1795 Washington Grate Halfpenny, Large Buttons, Reeded 
Edge MS61 Brown NGC. Baker-29A or -29AA, W-10955, 

R. 1. The edge is concealed by the holder, which precludes specific 
attribution. Deep olive-brown toning shrouds moderately prooflike 
surfaces. A boldly struck and unabraded halfpenny with faint 
curved planchet marks on the reverse, as made and often seen on 
this issue.

3035 1795 Washington Liberty & Security Halfpenny, 
BIRMINGHAM Edge AU55 NGC. Baker-3 IB, W-11010, R.5.

Beginning with the most prominent strike, 
the full date is visible in its proper location at 6 o’clock on the 
obverse. Flipping the coin over (using standard coin turn), the 
other appearances of the digits 96 are at 9 o’clock inside the border, 
and at about 10:30 within the upper wreath branch. Of course, 
considerable additional detail is visible from all three strikes. 

Although the surfaces are microscopically rough, this piece has 
pleasing medium brown color with considerable detail. In fact, the 
sharpness is that of a Very Fine coin, and NGC obviously used a 
net-grading process to arrive at VG10.

While the main Mint put 
leftover steel cent blanks to use striking emergency coinage 
for Belgium, which greatly lengthened the time in which a 
steel cent planchet could have come between 1944-dated cent 
dies, neither Denver nor San Francisco used steel cent blanks 
after 1943, creating a much narrower window in which 1944- 
dated steel cents might have been struck. The relative rarity 
is reflected in recent auction data; while a number of different 
1944 steel cents appear in Heritage’s Permanent Auction 
Archives, there are fewer than a dozen offerings for the 1944-D 
variety. 

This delightful 1944-D steel cent circulated briefly before 
being saved, as shown by the minor wear over the devices. Pale 
blue tints from the zinc plating mingle with the pale steel-gray 
of the planchet underneath. Spots are visible along the obverse 
rim and also on the reverse, most noticeably to the right of the 
E in ONE and around the word STATES. An important and 
unusual selection for the collector of numismatic exotica.

The 1867 Rays Shield nickel business strikes are conditionally rare coins in the 
highest Mint State grades, but they are generally obtainable for a price. The 1867 Rays Shield nickel proof coins, however, are celebrated rarities, 
well-known to series specialists and advanced numismatists. John Dannreuther, director of research at PCGS, has delved extensively into the die 
diagnostics and Mint history surrounding the 1867 With Rays and No Rays proof issues—and reissues. 

Much of what follows is from the summation in the Bowers Shield and Liberty Head nickels Guide Book and from Dannreuther’s PCGS article, 
published in the June 2007 PCGS Rare Coin Market Report and reprinted on www.shieldnickels.net, titled “Third Obverse Die Identified for Proof 
1867 Rays Nickel.” 



Three Different Obverse Dies Used 

Dannreuther has established that three different obverse dies were used for the 1867 Rays proofs, which 
were restruck at various times, all paired with a single reverse die that was lapped on each reuse. The first 
obverse used, Dannreuther-1, shows the characteristics below: 

—The left base of the 1 in the date is over the right side of a dentil. 

Dannreuther writes concerning the first use of this obverse that it likely was used to produce 10 to 
15 1867 With Rays proofs earlier than previously believed. Earlier research by R.W. Julian had indicated 
that, when the order was given on January 21, 1867, to suspend coinage of the With Rays design, chief 
coiner Archibald Louden Snowden had so far supposedly “refused” to make any 1867 With Rays proofs 
for sets. However, Dannreuther believes that is likely untrue since, based on the die emission sequence 
and die state information he has established, Dannreuther-1 is the earliest known stage of this obverse die. 
Dannreuther writes: 


“Most likely, the 25 Proofs reported delivered on February 5, 1867 are the ones with the Pattern reverse, 
as determined by specialist Douglas Kurz. These No Rays Pattern reverse Proofs have a very slightly different (but later) stage of State a, 
indicating that some With Rays proofs were probably struck in January or early February right before the No Rays Proofs with the Judd-507 
Pattern reverse.” 


Early Die State Markers for Dannreuther-1 

The earliest state of this die, as on the present coin, shows numerous markers, including: 


—All leaves are complete; none are “hollow.” 

—The 7 in the date is clearly recut and has not yet faded. 

—No die polish is evident in the lower vertical shield stripes. 

—All berries are complete and attached, with those at the inner right recut. The lowest inner-right berry shows a tiny die polish line to the 
adjacent leaf. 

—A die line runs from the seventh horizontal stripe, angling down through several stripes. A curly die line from the 10th horizontal stripe 
runs down through the left side of the shield, ending in the circle or ball ornament (a.k.a. terminal volute). 

—The left fletchings are detached at the lower right (lower front) portion (where they join the shield), but the detached part has not yet 
degenerated into a small lump or dot as on later die states. 

The appearance of “hollow” leaves, a lump or dot at the lower-left forepart of the fletchings, the absence of visible recutting on the 7, etc. would 
indicate later die states and presumably coincide with a lesser degree of the marked field-device contrast also evident on this coin. The Reverse A, 
also from the earliest die state, displays: 

—A slightly weak center ray below the second T of STATES. 

—Full, rounded dentils from 3-5 o’clock, with no space between them. 

Six Different Striking Periods 

Dannreuther outlines six different striking periods with different dies and die markers evident for each—a remarkable conclusion, but one outside 
the scope of the present coin. Mint Director Henry R. Linderman (1867-69, 1873-79) was known not to be averse to lining his pockets when the 
call came from his numismatist friends outside the Mint for a special coin or two. Dannreuther speculates that perhaps the original Dannreuther-1 
obverse die had been destroyed when more examples of the 1867 Rays proofs were asked for, leading to the production of the Dannreuther-2 and -3 
dies, each time paired with the successively lapped Dannreuther-A reverse. 

The Present Specimen 

To summarize, although there may be more 1867 Rays proofs known than originally thought, many are later restrikes. This piece bears every hallmark 
of being one of the few (10-15) true originals struck, both in die diagnostics and the heavy cameo contrast and lack of die polishing notable on both sides. The 
piece is fully struck throughout, with reflective, untoned surfaces. The only mentionable flaws are some minor handling marks seen in the obverse 
field at 2 o’clock. Advanced numismatists might do well to consider the present opportunity extremely carefully. Census: 6 in 65 Cameo, 3 finer

One might assume that the 1914-S, as a 
lower mintage (3.4 million pieces) Buffalo nickel from the San 
Francisco Mint, is a rare coin in virtually all grades. This is not 
the case, however, and survivors are among the more plentiful 
early S-mint Buffalo nickels in grades up to and including MS64- 
Gems (certified MS65), while scarce, are usually available with 
patience, and it is not until one crosses into the MS66 level that 
this issue shows its true rarity. The striking quality of this issue 
varies from poor to sharp.

3397 1937-D Three-Legged MS65 NGC. FS-901. The 1937-D Buffalo 
nickel issue must be considered a variety-hunter’s dream coin. The 
issue was produced to the extent of more than 17.8 million coins, 
and David Lange speculates that original rolls may survive to this 
day. If so, cherrypickers might be apt to find any of five different 
repunched mintmark varieties that are listed in The RPM Book by 
John A. Wexler and Tom Miller, as well as a possible D/S variety that 
Walter Breen claims (Breen-2653), although others call it a D/D. 

The undisputed granddaddy of them all, however, is the 1937-D 
Three-Legged Buffalo, a variety with a record of popularity more 
than seven decades long and the subject of unceasing demand from 
both beginning and advanced collectors. While numerically finer 
examples exist in relation to this Gem, it is difficult to imagine 
another Three-Legged nickel that is so appealing. 

Light gold-orange patina spreads over smooth nickel-white 
surfaces. The bison’s shoulder is slightly soft, but all other parts of 
the devices exhibit decidedly above-average detail. A memorable 
coin that could cap off a short set of Buffalo nickels or be a 
cornerstone to a cabinet that spans the entire series. Census: 53 in

This is a function of the state of the dies, which 
were obviously rather advanced when this famous variety was 
struck. David Lange offers these thoughts in The Complete Guide to 
Buffalo Nickels:

Examples having bright and pleasing 
luster are quite rare.” 

This pleasing piece is one such coin, with abundant, attractive 
luster visible throughout both sides.

The variety has been listed in the Guide Book since 1994, 
and its XF value of $1,000 has never changed since then. In our 
opinion, the present piece would be the deal of the century at 
the XF Guide Book price! The present offering of this variety in 
an unreserved public auction should help assess its true value. 
Although its surfaces are somewhat blemished, both sides have 
pleasing gray and gold patina.

(The 1842 Small Date and the 1866 No Motto were struck as 
proofs.) For the 1870-CC, just 8,340 pieces were struck, and they 
received no numismatic consideration for at least another 25 years. 
This dove-gray example has a bold date and a distinct mintmark. 
QUAR is weak but readable, and stars 6 through 8 are faint but 
nonetheless present. Four letters in LIBERTY are plain. Moderate 
marks are noted near the 1 in the date and near the A in STATES.

VF Sharpness 1871-CC Quarter 


3562 1871-CC—Harshly Cleaned, Obverse Damage—NGC Details. 
VF. This very rare early Carson City quarter is moderately granular 
and displays faint hairlines. The obverse has three small to medium 
digs near star 1, to the right of the shield, and above the shield. 
Considerable design detail is present.

This issue was struck early in the 
year, and many examples are presumed melted in the wake of 
changes in Mint law. Gold, rose, and violet accents grace light gray 
surfaces that show scattered marks and pinscratches. The letters of

3565 1873-CC Arrows—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. Good. 

This key date quarter is slate-gray and subdued by a chemical 
cleaning, but more than half of LIBERTY is readable, and the 
peripheral legends are bold. It is doubtful that anyone in the Old 
West pondered the future numismatic value of Carson City coinage, 
hence survivors are rare from the 12,462 piece mintage.

A heavily circulated but easily recognizable 
example of this popular key date, one of just 40,000 pieces struck. 
Silver-gray surfaces show a single deep abrasion at Liberty’s jawline. 
On her headband, the letter Y remains visible. (#5666) 

3612 1915-D MS65 PCGS. CAC. Abundant satiny luster shines 
through shades of attractive green and gold toning on this delightful 
Gem type coin. Sharply detailed, with outstanding eye appeal.

3613 1916-D MS65 PCGS. A shining Gem example of this final-year 
issue, slightly frosted on the devices with hints of peripheral gold. 
Well-defined save for typical weakness at the eagle’s talons. Housed

3712 1861 Scott Restrike XF45 ANACS. Breen-8002. After J.W. 
Scott acquired the dies for the Confederate half from Ebenezer 
Mason, he then purchased 500 1861-0 half dollars, planed off 
the reverses, and used the CSA die to create these restrikes that 
simulate an original Confederate half. All restrikes show softness of 
details on the obverse, a result of the restriking process that partially 
reduced the definition on that side. Of course, the important side 
is the reverse on these pieces. The reverse is crisp on this piece, but 
the obverse shows a notable lack of detail from the restriking. Each 
side is mostly untoned with notable toning seen around the margin 
of the obverse. A scratch at 10 o’clock on the obverse is the only

While this is 
called the Narrow Date (or “close perfect date” in Bowers-Borckardt), 
the wide space between the 8 and 0 is the easiest diagnostic for the 
obverse, along with the broken right foot on the T in LIBERTY. 
The reverse—which is shared with the 1801 B-2, BB-212 and the 
1802/1 B-l, BB-231—shows only 12 arrows plainly, and the eagle’s 
upper beak chomps down on a star back from its point. 

The BB-241 is easily the most available of the various 1802 and 
1802/1 silver dollars, making it a popular variety in higher grades 
among type collectors as well as specialists. This coin offers strong 
eye appeal and is sharply detailed, especially in Liberty’s hair. Only 
the slightest evidence of friction appears on Liberty’s cheek and the 
eagle’s head. The surfaces are lightly patinated in silver-gray and 
steel-blue hues, with much remaining luster shining through.

In 
our opinion, this coin has the details of a Very Good specimen that 
is cleaned and scratched. Overbright surfaces are pale silver-gray.

3823 1836 Name on Base, Judd-60 Original, Pollock-65, R.l— 
Plugged—NGC Details. AU. Silver. Plain Edge. Die Alignment I 
(the center of Liberty’s head is opposite the DO in DOLLAR). The 
first strikings of Gobrecht dollars, believed to have been minted in 
early December 1836, do not show the line-like die clash above the 
eagle’s wing as seen on later strikings. Only 400 coins were struck 
in this production run and examples are often found in high grade, 
but not always. This coin slipped into circulation, and later was 
retrieved and probably was used as a fob. The coin was holed and 
later plugged at 12 o’clock on the obverse. The surfaces are densely 
peppered with numerous small abrasions and each side has medium 
density blue-gray toning. The obverse is especially well struck.

3824 1840 XF45 PCGS. CAC. First year of the Seated Liberty design on 
the silver dollar, this piece has reflective surfaces with outstanding 
dark iridescence on each side.

This coin displays a thin layer of 
warm golden-brown patina overlying lustrous surfaces. The design 
features are well executed, illustrating just a touch of the usual 
weakness at the top of the eagle’s right wing. The obverse displays 
scattered unimportant marks, but the overall eye appeal is pleasing.

3836 1871 AU53 PCGS. Lightly worn with surprisingly bright silver 
centers. Deep gold-orange toning visits the borders, as do patches 
of rich claret. Lightly marked overall with an abrasion over DOL. 
on the reverse. (#6966) 

3837 1871—Reverse Graffiti—NGC Details. Unc Faint pinscratches 
in the field below the eagle’s beak are the source of the NGC 
description on this otherwise pleasing, satiny Mint State Seated 
dollar.

All are 
from the same die pairing. This is an unquestioned proof striking, 
even though it has its problems. The fields are deeply reflective as 
only a proof can be, quite unlike the semireflective business strikes 
from the 1840s.

Both sides are 
highly brilliant from polishing, with moderate field marks on each 
side. Proof 1848 Seated dollars are extremely rare and in demand, 
regardless of their overall appearance. (#6989) 
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3844 1863 PR63 Cameo PCGS. Intricately detailed with dazzling, 
heavily frosted features and traces of golden-rose toning along with 
a slightly deeper appearance at the rims. Examination reveals only 
wispy imperfections and considerable contrast is readily apparent 
between the devices and the watery, deeply mirrored fields. Fewer 
1863 proofs were produced than of any Seated dollar after 1858, 
a mere 460 pieces.

3845 1867 PR55 PCGS. A lightly rubbed but still-reflective example 
of this postwar proof Seated Liberty issue. Gold and orange toning

3854 1877-S MS62 PCGS. Large S. Better-defined than usually seen 
for this high-mintage Trade dollar issue. Bright silver luster lights 
up the centers, while the margins have a mix of peach, golden- 
tan, and violet shadings. Encapsulated in a green label holder.

3855 1877-S MS62 NGC. Large S. Medium honey-gold toning graces 
this coruscating representative. Nicely struck and attractive. One 
thin horizontal mark near star 9 is all that precludes a higher grade.

This well struck Select representative has 
dazzling luster and light sun-gold toning. Marks are refreshingly 
minimal.

4202 1892-S MS61 NGC. The mintage of 1892-S Morgan dollars 
was modest for the series, at 1.2 million pieces. Almost all of 
the coins were released into circulation in the 1890s, and few 
examples were saved by collectors, with the result that the issue 
is rare in Mint State grades today. Augustus Heaton’s reference 
on branch-mint coins would be published the following year, 
and collector interest in mintmarked issues blossomed in the 
early 20th century, but nearly all examples of the 1892-S had 
seen extensive circulation by that time. 

Contemporary collectors largely ignored the 1892-S when 
it appeared in auction catalogs. An early offering occurred in 
lot 347 of the New Jersey Collection (Ed Frossard, 3/1898), 
“1892 San Francisco mint. Uncirculated.” The lot realized only 
$1.05, a small return, even in those days. The 1892-S was not 
present in any quantities in the silver dollar releases of the San 
Francisco Mint in the 1940s and 1950s. Likewise, the issue was 
underrepresented in the great Treasury releases of the early 
1960s. In recent years, analysis by specialists like Wayne Miller 
revealed the true rarity of the 1892-S in Mint State. Collectors 
today are aware of its status as a prime condition rarity in the 
series. 

The present coin is an attractive Mint State example, 
featuring needle-sharp striking details. Even the hair above 
Liberty’s ear is crisply rendered. The fields are reflective and 
semiprooflike, especially on the reverse. The surfaces are 
brilliant at the centers, with a light patina of golden color 
growing stronger at the rims. A scattering of hairmarks in 
the fields and a few minor handling marks on Liberty’s cheek 
explain the grade.

Challenging Date 


4230 1894 MS63 NGC. Only 110,000 Morgan dollars were struck 
at the Philadelphia Mint in 1894- The present coin is a pleasing 
Select example. The fully brilliant silver surfaces exhibit faint gold 
toning along the left part of the reverse border, with the balance 
of the coin free of toning. The surfaces are excellent for the grade. 
Only a few insignificant marks are evident, consistent with the 
Select Mint State assessment. Here is an excellent opportunity 
for the avid Morgan collector to acquire a desirable 1894 dollar, 
combining high grade and good market price. (#7228) 

4231 1894-0 MS62 PCGS. The 1894-0 Morgan dollar is an available 
issue in Mint State, but few examples are well detailed, with 
attractive luster. The present coin is a desirable specimen, with just 
a touch of softness on the hair above Liberty’s ear and bright luster 
on both sides.(#7230) 

4232 1894-S MS62 PCGS. Suggestions of green-gold toning visit 
lustrous surfaces. Excellent detail on the eagle’s feathers with just a 
touch of softness on Liberty’s hair. (#723 2) 
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4233 1894-S MS64 PCGS. Sharply struck with pale gray toning over 
shining silver surfaces. This near-Gem is attractive with few 
significant abrasions save for a stuttering scrape at the lower right 
obverse. (#723 2) 

4234 189543 AU50 NGC. Luster illuminates the borders, wings, and 
hair of this key New Orleans silver dollar. Untoned and well defined 
with a few stray abrasions along with borders.(#7236) 

4235 1895-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU53 Details. Glimmers of luster 
persevere in the fields despite a past cleaning. Wispy abrasions 
mingle with hairlines on lightly worn surfaces that have retoned 
silver-gray and peach. (#7236) 

4236 1895-0 AU53 PCGS. Delicate champagne toning graces the 
obverse and reverse surfaces of this original and pleasing 1895-0 
Morgan dollar. Only a trace of high point wear prevents an even 
higher grade.(#7236) 

4237 1895-0 AU53 NGC. The 1895-0 is the rarest New Orleans issue 
of the series. This untoned example has a pleasing quotient of its 
initial luster, and an absence of relevant marks further ensures the 
eye appeal.(#7236) 

4238 1895-0 AU55 PCGS. From a low mintage of 450,000 pieces, 
the 1895-0 Morgan dollar is seldom encountered in attractive 
Mint State condition. The present coin is a lightly circulated, 
well detailed example, with lustrous surfaces and no significant 
distractions. (#7236) 


Bright AU58 1895-0 Morgan Dollar 
An Astute Potential Acquisition 



4239 1895-0 AU58 PCGS. This near-Mint State Morgan dollar may 
prove to be an astute acquisition, as Uncirculated examples of the 
1895-0 can get awfully pricey, depending on the grade level. The 
radiant silver-white surfaces lack any discernible color and retain 
essentially all of their mint luster. Traces of rub on the obverse 
high points—the cheek, hair over the ear, the brow and hair under 
LIB—account for the grade. (#7236) 


Near-Mint 1895-0 Morgan Dollar 


Lightly Toned 



4240 1895-0 AU58 PCGS. Minor but distinct rub is seen as darkening 
on the high points of the central devices. Elsewhere, the luster is 
strong and the gray-and-gold toning light. Flashy fields show few 
significant abrasions aside from a cluster of marks to the right of the 
eagle. Great eye appeal for an issue that is decidedly elusive in Mint 
State. (#7236) 



4241 1895-0 MS61 NGC. The Morgan dollar was over-produced 
almost from the beginning, thanks to legislation mandating that 
the Mint buy near-ruinous quantities of silver from minors, but 
changes to the law slowed production to a relative trickle from 
1893 to 1895. This 1895-0 Morgan dollar shows striking softness 
at the hair over Liberty’s ear but no evidence of actual wear. Pale 
silver surfaces are gold-accented at the margins, more visibly on the 
obverse. A few small digs join more numerous wispy abrasions in 
accounting for the grade. NGC has certified 47 numerically finer 
examples (5/10). (#7236) 
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4244 1895-S AU58 PCGS. CAC. As the low mintage of 400,000 
pieces suggests, the 1895-S Morgan dollar is seldom encountered in 
attractive circulated condition. The present coin is sharply detailed 
and shows only the slightest wear on the high points of the design. 
The surfaces are lightly abraded and retain much original mint 
luster. (#7238)

Attractive Circulated Example 


4245 1895-S MS62 PCGS. This better date dollar has cartwheel luster 
throughout the obverse, while the reverse is semi-prooflike. Crisply 
struck and only lightly abraded. Streaks of pale tan toning enrich 
both sides. The key to a date set of Morgan dollars. Encapsulated in 
a green label holder. (#7238) 


4242 1895-0 MS62 NGC. The 1895-0 Morgan dollar has a low 
reported mintage of 450,000 pieces and the majority of the issue 
was released into circulation at an early date. The issue was not 
present in significant quantities in the Treasury releases of the 
1960s. As a result of these circumstances, the 1895-0 is an elusive 
date in Mint State. 

The present coin is an attractive Mint State example, with good 
mint luster and a minimum number of abrasions for the grade. The 
1895-0 is known for its weak strike, but the coin offered here is 
much better than average in that respect. The devices are sharply 
detailed in most areas, with only slight softness showing on the 
hair above the ear. The overall visual appeal of this piece is much 
superior to the usual 1895-0. Census: 19 in 62, 29 finer (6/10).

4243 1895-S/S AU55 NGC. VAM-3. A Hot 50 Variety. Neither the 
VAM nor RPM is designated on the NGC insert. The mintmark 
was initially entered too far to the left and at an extreme angle. 
The second mintmark impression was correct. Untoned and partly 
lustrous with moderate marks on the field above the arrowheads. A 
low mintage date. (#7238) 


1895-S Morgan Dollar, MS62 Proof like 
VAM-4, A Top 100 Variety 


4246 1895-S MS62 Prooflike NGC. VAM-4. A Top 100 Variety. The 
S over Horizontal S variety. Incorrectly designated as the Hot 50 
VAM-3 by NGC. A brilliant and lustrous representative that lacks 
any obtrusive abrasions. The obverse center has a few faint roller 
marks, as made. The low mintage 1895-S is scarce in Mint State 
and is rarely encountered with prooflike fields. Census: 20 in 62 
Prooflike, 58 finer (6/10). (#7239) 
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4247 1896-0—Obverse Scratched—NGC Details. Unc. Despite minor 
scratches at the lower obverse, this lovely coin is fully Mint State 
with excellent eye appeal and full prooflike surfaces and noticeable 
cameo contrast. Prooflike 1896-0 Morgan dollars are elusive and 
highly desirable.(#7242) 

4248 1896-0 MS61 NGC. Light gold-tones are cast over pale 
silver fields with a spot of crimson at the right-side star on the 
reverse. Well struck with reed marks visible at Liberty’s cheek. 
(#7242) 

4249 1896-0 MS62 PCGS. Dappled gold-orange and silver-gray colors 
mingle on this O-mint example, well struck with more wispy marks 
than serious abrasions. The issue is elusive in better Mint State 
grades despite a mintage of 4.9 million pieces.(#7242) 

4250 1896-0 MS62 PCGS. The 1896-0 Morgan dollar is almost always 
softly struck, but this example is much better than average, with 
just a touch of softness on Liberty’s hair above the ear. The surfaces 
are lustrous and attractive, with touches of champagne and gold 
toning on the obverse.(#7242) 

4251 1896-S—Stained—NGC Details. Unc. A well-defined example 
with considerable luster and shallow slide marks on Liberty’s cheek. 
The deep yellow and peach color on each side has been termed a 
“stain” by NGC, rather than toning. (#7 244) 


Scarce Select 1896-S Morgan 



4252 1896-S MS63 PCGS. Dappled pastel tan toning attends this 
lustrous Select silver dollar. Minimally marked aside from wispy 
grazes on the portrait. The centers display minor roller marks, as 
made. Despite a mintage of 5 million pieces, the 1896-S is elusive 
in Mint State. Certified in an old green label holder. (#7244) 


Remarkable Gem 1896'S Dollar 




4253 1896-S MS65 PCGS Secure. With a mintage of an even 5 million 
pieces, the 1896-S is a readily available Morgan dollar in circulated 
and Mint State grades, but the issue’s rarity and price increase 
dramatically at the MS65 level. This is an attractive Gem, softly 
struck through the centers as usually seen but with great cartwheel 
luster. The surfaces are coated in fine but gorgeous frost, most 
visible at the small scrapes on Liberty’s neck, which reveal the 
difference between the coin’s “skin” and fresh metal. Hints of gold 
and peach peripheral color complete the eye appeal. Population: 55 
in 65, 3 finer (6/10). (#7244) 


4254 1897 MS66 PCGS. A hint of walnut-tan toning enriches this 
lustrous and boldly struck high grade dollar. A well preserved and 
attractive Premium Gem from an issue that is seldom encountered 
any finer. (#7 246) 

4255 1897 MS66 NGC. Frosty silver surfaces offer a faint suggestion of 
gold under an incandescent bulb. Pleasingly preserved with only a 
handful of wispy marks. Slight striking softness on the high points 
is of little concern. NGC has graded just 10 numerically finer 
pieces (6/10).(#7246) 

4256 1897-0 MS61 PCGS. The 1897-0 Morgan dollar is seldom 
encountered with a sharp strike, and this specimen shows the 
typical softness on the eagle’s breast and Liberty’s hair. However, 
the surfaces of this Mint State survivor are minimally abraded and 
display attractive luster. (#7248) 

4257 1897-S MS66 NGC. This outstanding high-grade silver dollar has 
exemplary preservation and just a whisper of chestnut toning. A 
well struck and desirable Premium Gem.(#7250) 
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4258 1897-S MS66 PCGS. CAC. Medium mauve, tan, and emerald' 
green embrace the margins of this lustrous and meticulously struck 
Premium Gem. Well preserved and highly attractive. The ‘97-S is 
among the more available later S'mint issues, but is rare this nice. 
(#7250) 

4259 1898 MS65 Deep Prooflike NGC. An intensely reflective Gem 
example of this late 19th century issue, boldly struck with excellent 
field'tO'device contrast. Light silver toning over much of the 
mirrors with gold at the obverse rim and in peripheral patches 
on the reverse. Census: 35 in 65 Deep Prooflike, 4 finer (6/10). 
(#97253) 

4260 1898-0 MS67 PCGS. An exceptional Superb Gem, this brilliant 
piece exhibits entirely lustrous and frosty silver surfaces with no 
evidence of toning on either side. Overall eye appeal is extraordinary. 
PCGS has certified no coins in higher numeric grades, and NGC 
has graded a single coin finer (5/10).(#7254) 

4261 1898-0 MS67 PCGS. Light chestnut toning visits the refreshingly 
unabraded surfaces of this nicely struck New Orleans Morgan. 
PCGS has certified only a single example above the MS67 level, a 
MS68 Deep Mirror Prooflike that realized $32,200 as lot 5051 in 
our January 2009 FUN Signature.(#7254) 


Premium Gem 1898-S Morgan Dollar 
Rare Issue in Higher Grades 



4262 1898-S MS66 PCGS. VAM-4. The mintmark is nicely repunched. 
The 1898-S Morgan dollar is rarely encountered in Premium 
Gem condition, and only four coins have been certified in higher 
numeric grades at PCGS and NGC combined (5/10). The present 
coin exhibits subtle mint luster beneath delicate shades of golden 
toning. The strike shows just a touch of softness on the hair above 
the ears. (#7256) 


Impressive 1898-S Dollar, MS65 
Deep Mirror Prooflike 



4263 1898-S MS65 Deep Mirror Proof like PCGS. Collectors of Deep 
Mirror Prooflike Morgan dollars need no introduction to this issue, 
among the rarest in the entire series. Indeed, NGC and PCGS 
combined have only certified eight of these in MS65 Deep Mirror 
Prooflike, with none finer. In his 1993 Silver Dollar Encyclopedia, 
Dave Bowers wrote conservatively: “Semi-prooflike coins are 
plentiful, prooflikes are scarcer, and true DMPLs are about twice as 
elusive as PLs.” 

This piece is an outstanding cameo Deep Mirror Prooflike Gem, 
with minimally abraded devices and fields, contrary to the words 
of Wayne Miller in The Morgan and Peace Dollar Textbook, who 
wrote: “The few cameo prooflikes that the author has seen of this 
date have usually been quite flat on the high points, and/or heavily 
abraded.” A touch of violet and gold toning accents the otherwise 
brilliant surfaces and bold design definition. (#97257) 

4264 1899 MS65 PCGS. A Gem with minimally toned surfaces that 
offer softly frosted luster. Above-average definition despite minor 
softness at the hair over Liberty’s ear.(#7258) 

4265 1899 MS65 PCGS. CAC. Always popular because of the low, 
official mintage of only 330,000 coins. This is a bright, sharply 
struck example that displays the usual softly frosted mint luster. 
Extraordinarily clean surfaces.(#7258) 

4266 1899-S MS65 PCGS. Generally silver centers with dappled green 
and gold outer toning that extends farther into the fields on the 
obverse. A lustrous and well struck Gem. (#7262) 
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Snow-White Superb Gem 1900-0 Silver Dollar 


4267 1900-0 MS67 NGC. The 1900-0 Morgan dollar is a high- 
mintage issue, but Superb Gem coins are the finest obtainable at 
either service. NGC and PCGS combined have certified less than 
100 MS67s, minus an unknown number of duplicates. This splendid 
Superb Gem shows silver-white surfaces with radiant luster and a 
better strike than expected, although minor softness appears on the 
hair over the ear. Census: 66 in 67, 0 finer (6/10). (#7266) 

4268 1900-O/CC MS64 PCGS. CAC. VAM-11. A Top 100 Variety. A 
light golden-gray Carson City near-Gem with a gorgeously preserved 
reverse and only a few wispy marks on the portrait. Certified in a 
first generation holder. (#7268) 

4269 1900-O/CC MS65 PCGS. CAC. VAM-8B, R.5. A Top 100 
Variety. The popular late die state with rust near the mintmark 
and a partial incuse N (from IN) clashed in front of Liberty’s neck. 
Light golden-brown toning graces this lustrous and well preserved 
Gem. Housed in an old green label holder. (#7268) 

4270 1900-O/CC MS65 PCGS. VAM-11. A Top 100 Variety. A blush 
of lemon patina invigorates the lower reverse with full silver 
brilliance on the obverse. A gorgeously preserved Gem. The strike 
is crisp on both sides and the luster is unencumbered. Certified in a 
green label PCGS holder.(#7268) 

Boldly Defined 1901-S Dollar, MS65 


4271 1901-S MS65 PCGS. An amazing Gem, this 1901-S has soft, 
frosty mint luster on both sides with bold design definition and 
untoned silver surfaces. The 1901-S is an important rarity in higher 
grades. In fact, PCGS has only certified 28 submissions in higher 
grades (6/10). Here is an important opportunity for the Morgan 
dollar aficionado. (#7276) 


4272 1902-S MS64 PCGS. A brilliant Choice example of this early 
20th century dollar, the striking details are crisp and the luster is 
bright and frosty. A few minor handling marks in the field below 
Liberty’s chin define the grade.(#7282) 

4273 1902-S MS64 PCGS. VAM-7. This brilliant better-date silver 
dollar has exemplary luster and a good strike. Small marks are 
scattered, but none individually distracts. An interesting VAM 
with a lightly die-doubled profile, a die break within the 2 in the 
date, and two olives on the eagle’s branch.(#7282) 


MS67 1903 Morgan Dollar 
Sharply Struck With Good Luster 


4274 1903 MS67 PCGS. The 1903 Morgan dollar was well produced 
and is easy to locate in Mint State in today’s market. Of course, 
examples in Superb Gem condition are rare, and PCGS has not 
certified any coin in higher numeric grade (6/10). This example 
displays completely brilliant fields, with ample mint luster and 
sharp striking details throughout. (#7284) 

4275 1903-0 MS66 PCGS. VAM-4A, R.6. John Roberts is quoted 
at VAMworld.com that the VAM-4A “represents a new class 
of clashed die variety. The ‘ovaloid’ feature ... is a form of die 
failure associated with multiple clashing of dies.” This example 
is a magnificent Premium Gem with light tan toning and nearly 
pristine preservation.(#7286) 

4276 1903-0 MS66 PCGS. CAC. This is an essentially brilliant 
Premium Gem with outstanding cartwheel luster. The strike is 
nearly full, and the preservation is remarkable, since even the 
cheek is undisturbed. 

Ex: Los Angeles Signature (Heritage, 8/2009), lot 2039, which realized

Jack Lee’s Deep Mirror Prooflike 
1903-0 Morgan Dollar, MS65 


4277 1903-0 MS65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Ex: Jack Lee. The 
late Jack Lee is perhaps the most famous collector of high grade 
Morgan dollars. The 1903-0 was a legendary rarity prior to the 
circa-1962 appearance of numerous bags of Uncirculated examples 
freed from Treasury vaults. These bags made the issue available, but 
Deep Mirror pieces remain rare, especially in the present quality. 
Sharply struck and flashy with clean surfaces and a hint of golden 
patina. Certified in a green label holder. Population: 10 in 65 Deep 
Mirror Prooflike, 4 finer (5/10). (#97287) 

4278 1904-S AU58 NGC. An attractive near-Mint specimen of this 
key date, the present coin shows only the slightest wear on Liberty’s 
hair above the ear. Much original mint luster clings to the lightly 
abraded surfaces. The 1904-S Morgan dollar is difficult to locate 
in Mint State, making this AU58 example a tempting alternative. 
(#7294) 

4279 1904-S AU58 NGC. The cartwheel luster is essentially complete, 
although highpoints such as the eagle’s breast and legs and the hair 
above the ear display tell-tale friction. Less abraded than a majority 
of Mint State examples, and a good value relative to higher grades.

4280 1904-S—Reverse Damage—NGC Details. Unc. A brightly 
lustrous and faintly toned example that displays well. The reverse 
damaging consists of crimping around the denticles, suggesting the 
coin might have been placed in an overly tight bezel or similar item.

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4281 1904-S MS60 PCGS. An unworn and shining example of this late 
San Francisco issue. Gold-toned at the outside with a couple of rim 
nicks and scattered abrasions, though the MS60 designation seems 
a trifle harsh in light of the overall eye appeal. Housed in a green 
label holder. (#7 294) 


Important Prooflike Near-Gem 
1904-S Morgan Dollar 



4282 1904-S MS64 Prooflike NGC. The 1904-S is scarce in Mint 
State and very rare with prooflike fields. This untoned near-Gem 
provides pleasing flash, and marks are unworthy of comment aside 
from a small reeding impression left of Liberty’s ear. The centers are 
softly brought up, but the remainder of the strike is precise. Census: 
8 in 64 Prooflike, 5 finer (6/10). (#7295) 


PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 


Well-Contrasted 1882 Morgan, PR63 Cameo 


4283 1882 PR63 Cameo PCGS. The proof production of 1882 Morgan 
dollars was a nominal 1,100 pieces, among the largest of the first 
few years of the series. This piece shows some minor contact and 
hairlines in the fields that preclude a finer grade. Both sides display 
considerable silver-on-black contrast between the devices and 
fields, leading to the Cameo designation. A nicer coin than the 
grade might imply. Population: 14 in 63 Cameo, 40 finer (6/10).

1882 Morgan Dollar, PR65 Cameo 
Strong Contrast 


4284 1882 PR65 Cameo NGC. Proof Morgan dollars were especially 
well produced in 1882, and the present coin is an outstanding 
example. The fields are watery and reflective, setting off the frosty 
devices to best advantage. Striking details are sharp throughout, 
and eye appeal is extraordinary. Census: 21 in 65 Cameo, 26 finer 
(5/10). (#87317) 


1882 Morgan Dollar, PR66 Cameo 
Extraordinary Striking Details 



4285 1882 PR66 Cameo NGC. A majestic Premium Gem survivor 
from a proof mintage of 1,100 pieces, this 1882 Morgan dollar 
features a razor-sharp strike and deeply mirrored surfaces. The field- 
device contrast is dramatic and overall visual appeal is tremendous. 
Currently, NGC has certified 13 coins in PR66 Cameo, with 13 
finer; while PCGS has graded only two examples in this exalted 
grade, with four finer (6/10). (#87317) 
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Important 1889 Morgan Dollar, PR67 Cameo 


Dazzling 1892 PR66 Morgan Dollar 




4286 1889 PR67 Cameo NGC. An absolutely gorgeous Superb Gem 
Cameo proof, this 1887 is entirely brilliant with no evidence of 
toning on either side. The mirrored fields show almost unlimited 
depth, with sharply detailed design features at a time when many 
proof Morgans were weakly struck. Only a trace of striking weakness 
is evident over Liberty’s ear. All other obverse and reverse details 
are bold. 

The Philadelphia Mint produced 811 proof 1889 Morgan 
dollars, and few of those had strong contrast. The combined NGC 
and PCGS population reports show a total of 296 proofs, 70 Cameo 
proofs, and one Deep Cameo proof. Based on those figures, only 
about one of every five proof 1889 Morgan dollars were minted with 
cameo contrast. Census: 9 in 67 Cameo, 1 finer (6/10). (#87324) 


4287 1892 PR66 NGC. Considerable cameo contrast appears on both 
sides of this black-and-silver proof, although it is more intense on 
the reverse and the obverse would perhaps, fall short of an official 
designation. A couple of scattered minor contact marks, one on 
the eagle’s lower breast, preclude an even finer grade, but the strike 
is sharp. The largish proof production was 1,245 pieces, but the 
Premium Gem level of the present coin is seldom bettered. Census: 
34 in 66, 23 finer (6/10) (#7327) 

Choice Proof 1893 Morgan Dollar 
Scarce, Low Mintage Issue 


4288 1893 PR64 NGC. Only 792 proof Morgan dollars were minted in 
1893, but quality control was not great for such a small production 
run. The dies were spaced too far apart, resulting in weak strikes on 
most examples seen. The present coin shows only a little softness 
on the eagle’s breast and Liberty’s hair above the ear. The devices 
are frosty and show decided elements of contrast with the mirrored 
fields. Census: 33 in 64, 67 finer (6/10). 

From The Classic Collection. (#7328) 
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4291 1894 PR66 NGC. Lovely golden-brown, plum-red, and ocean- 
blue patina adorns this flashy and immaculate Premium Gem. The 
strike is full except for minor incompleteness on the hair above the 
ear. Only 972 proofs were struck, and in addition, the 1894 has the 
lowest mintage of any business strike Philadelphia issue. Census: 40 
in 66, 35 finer (5/10). (#7329)

4289 1893 PR67 NGC. CAC. The 1893-dated Morgan dollar proofs 
are “the most poorly struck” of the series, per Leroy Van Allen 
and George Mallis, which makes the present Superb Gem offering 
even more momentous. The centers are mostly brilliant, with 
darker shades of iridescent blue, gray, and gold covering most of 
the fields. The surfaces are reflective, although somewhat muted 
by the intense patina. As expected of the grade, handling marks 
are essentially absent. The surfaces are well struck but show a trace 
of softness on the hair over the ear. One of the finest survivors 
from the low proof mintage of 792 pieces. Census: 17 in 67, 5 finer 
(5/10). (#7328) 


4290 1893 PR67 ★ Cameo NGC. The 1893 proof Morgan dollar is a 
popular issue due to its association with the low-mintage business 
strikes for the year—378,000 pieces, in the case of the Philadelphia 
coin. Accompanying were the 792 proofs of the issue. This piece 
displays considerable field-device contrast that complements the 
generous eye appeal. The centers are mostly brilliant, with dark 
lavender, gray, and gold toning at the peripheries and considerable 
field reflectivity that shows through the toning. The strike is sharp 
in most areas, but a bit of softness that appears above the ear is not 
uncommon on this issue. There are no singular contact marks. Of 
the five PR67 Cameo examples certified at NGC, this is the lone 
example to achieve the covered Star designation for superior eye 
appeal (6/10). (#87328) 
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Superb Gem Proof 1894 Morgan Dollar 
Lovely, Delicate Toning 


4292 1894 PR67 NGC. The 1894 proof Morgan dollar boasts a mintage 
of just 972 pieces. Examples in Superb Gem condition are quite 
rare. Currently, NGC has graded 25 coins in MS67, with 11 finer;

This first-year Liberty nickel split in two pieces long after it was 
struck, presumably due to gas trapped in the flan during coinage 
strip production. The two pieces are each housed in a separate 
Good 4 ANACS holder. The holders have consecutive serial 
numbers and respectively refer to the coin fragment within the 
holder as PCI and PC2. The first fragment shows the entire obverse 
and approximately 20% of the reverse, between 9 o’clock and 
12:30. The second, smaller fragment shows none of the obverse and 
about 80% of the reverse, between 12:30 and 9 o’clock. The coin 
surface is slate-gray, and the area where the split occurred is rough 
and striated. The portrait displays faint hairlines. (Total: 2 pieces) 


Struck Through Round Object Jefferson Nickel, MS63 


4461 Undated Jefferson Nickel—Obverse Struck Through Round 
Object—MS63 NGC. Doubtless struck through a planchet, 
though whether cent or dime is unknowable; the former is perhaps 
more likely. Gold-toned with enough of the obverse obscured that 
the date and other potential markers (such as an obverse mintmark 
or the presence of the designer’s initials) are completely obliterated.

No grades are indicated 
on the NGC insert. The Bicentennial quarter is a die adjustment 
strike, weakly defined on the drummer and outer legends but with 
the star-encircled torch clearly defined. 


1969-D Half Dollar Struck on an 
Underweight Planchet 



4464 1969-D Kennedy Half—Struck on an Underweight Planchet— 
MS62 NGC. 9.3 gm. A normal 1969-D half has a 40% silver alloy 
and weighs 11.5 gm. The NGC holder shows the edge, which lacks 
a copper core. Thus, the half dollar is not struck on a planchet 
made from quarter dollar stock. Presumably, the roller dies that 
formed the half dollar stock were set to an incorrect thickness, 
and the stock was rolled too thin. Lightly toned and lustrous with 
incompleteness of strike (characteristic of an underweight planchet) 
on the tail feathers and the obverse border between 3 and 6 o’clock. 


HARD TIMES TOKEN 

4465 1837 New York Feuchtwanger’s Composition Three Cent Token 
VG8 NGC. Low-117, HT-262. A well-worn but smooth example 
with silvery surfaces. Distinctive and affordable, likely carried as a 
pocket-piece curiosity by a 19th century owner. 

WORLD MEDAL 

4466 1792 French Liberte Frangoise Medal. MS64 NGC. Hennin 387, 
Maz 318, VG 338. 39 mm. French medal, LA CONVENTION, 
LIBERTE FRANQOISE, bell medal dated 1792 by Andre 
Galle, head of Liberty facing left, with flowing hair, behind her 
a staff topped with a Phrygian cap, L’AN I DE LA. R.F. (“first 
year of the French Republic”), rev. legend within wreath, A LA 
CONVENTION NATION ALE PAR LES ARTISTES REUNIS 
DE LYON-PUR METAL DU CLOCHE FRAPPE EN MDCCXCII 
(“To the national convention of artists from the united artists of 
Lyon—Pure bell metal struck in 1792.” [From revolutionary times 
in France.] 

This historic medal was inspired by the Libertas Americana 
medal, featuring the same head design. This attractive piece has 
deep olive and steel surfaces with slight roughness that is typical of 
known examples.

Housed in a GSA Holder 



4467 1878-CC MS65 Prooflike NGC. Minimally toned save for hints 
of gold at the rims and moderately reflective. This first-year Carson 
City Gem is impressively preserved with great design definition 
on the frosted portrait and eagle. This beauty is band-certified in 
the black GSA holder of issue with box and certificate. (#7081) 


4468 1880/79-CC Reverse of 1878 MS65 NGC. VAM-4. A Top 

100 Variety. This well known Carson City overdate also possesses 
a Second Reverse, alone among 1880-dated Morgans save for the 
1880-CC VAM-7. Lustrous and lightly toned with unabraded fields 
and a few wispy grazes on the cheek. Accompanied by the box and 
certificate of GSA issue. (#7108) 

4469 1881-CC MS65 NGC. Thick mint luster characterizes this 
common GSA Hoard dollar. Most of each side is brilliant, but there 
is a bit of light golden color present. Fully struck. No box or papers 
are included.(#7126) 

4470 1883-S Soft Pack VF30 Uncertified. The 1883-S is rarely seen 
in a GSA soft pack. A search of our Permanent Auction Archives, 
which date back to 1991, indicates that we have offered 670 1883- 
CC GSA dollars, but not a single 1883-S in that category. Stone- 
gray and chestnut-brown with unobtrusive marks noted on the 
eagle’s breast and near 9 o’clock on the obverse. Included is the 
blue envelope and two certificates of Mint issue. (#7148) 

4471 1885-CC MS65 NGC. A fully brilliant Gem example of the 
scarce 1885-CC dollar, usually only seen in Mint State grades. 
This example has untoned silver surfaces with an average strike.

ADDITIONAL CERTIFIED COIN 

4472 1885-CC Morgan Dollar MS65 Paramount (MS64). The 

mustard-gold and green colors are dominant at the margins of this 
Carson City dollar, with gunmetal-blue elements secondary. Well 
struck and desirable.

Transitional Judd-168 1855 Flying Eagle Cent 



4473 1855 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-168 Original, Pollock-193, R.4— 
Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. Proof. About midway in 
diameter between the large and small cents, this pattern is also 
transitional in that it pairs a Flying Eagle obverse and a reverse 
similar in design to the large cent. Artificially toned orange-red, 
but well struck and unabraded. 


Popular 1855 Flying Eagle Pattern Cent, Judd-168 
PR63 Red and Brown 




4474 1855 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-168 Original, Pollock-193, R.4, 
PR63 Red and Brown PCGS. CAC. Thirteen stars surround 
an eagle that is flying slightly upward, similar to the Christian 
Gobrecht/Titian Peale flying eagle design for the Gobrecht dollars 
(and soon the Flying Eagle cents). The date 1855 is below with 
slanted 5s, and the reverse is similar to the large cent. The planchet 
is slightly smaller than the large cent, obviously a transitional 
pattern between the “old coppers” and small cents that were first 
struck in 1856. Struck in bronze with a plain edge. The obverse has 
a combination of mint red and blue toning, with deeper blue on the 
reverse. Clash marks are evident on each side, an unusual situation 
on pattern coins. Population: 12 in 63 Red and Brown, 18 finer 
(6/10). (#11721) 


Low Date, Five Leaves 1858 Pattern Cent 
Rare Judd-208 Variant, PR64 



4475 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-208, Pollock-253, R.l, PR64 NGC. 
Indian head cent as adopted in 1859, struck in copper-nickel with 
a plain edge. Two obverse and two reverse dies were used to strike 
these pattern cents. This is the rare variant with a low date and 
clusters of five leaves. Only a half dozen pieces are estimated known. 
This is a lovely example that has much reddish color on each side 
and peripheral blue on the obverse. The strike is a bit soft, as often 
seen on copper-nickel cents. The only mentionable flaw is located 
on the obverse rim at 6 o’clock and is of Mint origin.

Artificially 
toned deep cream-gray, sea-green, and golden-russet to conceal

4478 1863 Half Dollar, Judd-342, Pollock-414, Low R.7, PR65 
PCGS. CAC. The obverse and reverse designs for Judd-342 are 
similar to those used to strike regular issue with motto coinage in 
1866, except for the 1863 date. Struck in silver, with a reeded edge. 
USPattems.com states these patterns were actually produced in the 
late 1860s to early 1870s, and marketed in pattern sets during that 
time period. An example of such a set can be found in lot 129 of 
the Woodside Collection (New York Coin & Stamp, 4/1892): 

“1863 Proof set: with Dollar, Half and Quarter: same as 
regular issue, with additions of ‘IN God WE TRUST’ over 
eagle: this set is unique and has never before been offered, 
even the existence of such a set being known to but few 
numismatists: brilliant silver proofs: 3 pcs.” 

The present coin is a delightful example of this rare pattern 
issue, with sharp striking details on the frosty devices. The surfaces 
are reflective under lovely iridescent blue and lavender patina. 
Currently, PCGS has certified only two specimens of Judd-342 in

The obverse 
has the usually seen obverse, while the reverse has the With Motto 
reverse as adopted in 1866.

These pieces are actually restrikes made circa 1869 and into the 
early 1870s, offered with restrikes of other denominations in 
complete sets. 

This example is a through-and-through Gem, as suggested by 
the old-style holder and the CAC attestation. Warm peach and 
cool violet and blue shadings embrace carefully preserved surfaces 
on the obverse, while the reverse is lighter gold through the centers. 
A sharply struck charmer. (#60562) 
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1867 Pattern Dollar in Brass, PR65

The obverse and reverse are struck from the regular issue dies for 
the 1867 Seated dollar, in brass with a reeded edge.

The issue 
began appearing in auction catalogs in the 19th century in such 
offerings as lot 204 of the Woodside Collection (New York Coin & 
Stamp, 4/1892): 

“1867 Dollar: regular type: brass: proof: exceedingly rare.” 

This is the finest piece certified of this rarity (5/10), and it 
appears significantly finer than the Garrett specimen. The fields 
show exceptionally deep mirrors, which highlight the subtle 
iridescence that overlies the essentially problem-free surfaces. 
Naturally, much of the green color from the brass composition is

A coronet 
inscribed LIBERTY adorns a head of Liberty with hair tied back 
with a ribbon. The reverse is of the regular dies for the 1877 quarter. 
Struck in copper with a reeded edge. The Barber Sailor Head 
design is similar to that used on the twenty cent, half eagle, and 
eagle patterns of 1876. It was also used on the dime, half dollar, 
and dollar patterns in 1877. It is estimated by USPatterns.com 
that eight examples are known in copper, two of which have been 
silverplated. It appears to us that fewer pieces are actually known 
of the Judd-1500. This is the only piece we have a record of over 
the past 20 years. The last coin sold was in August, 1991. Saul 
Teichman has records of four pieces, all of which appeared in 
auction prior to 1991.

The surfaces are deeply mottled with olive, rose, and cobalt 
colors intermixed over each side.

The reverse features a stylized 
eagle with shield, clutching an olive sprig and three arrows. The 
eagle holds a scroll inscribed E PLURIBUS UNUM in its beak. 
The legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA arcs around the 
periphery, with the denomination HALF DOL. below. Struck in 
silver with a reeded edge. 

Roger Burdette and USPatterns.com cite a Mint archives 
document, dated March 20, 1877: “Anthony Paquet left pair of 
half dollar dies with Coiner to have them turned down to fit the 
mint’s presses.” Unfortunately, the dies broke early in the striking 
process. All examples known, except this single piece, feature a 
prominent die crack through stars 1 to 5 and extending through the 
date to stars 12 and 13. A second die was prepared, this one, with 
the date positioned with the bust point over the extreme left edge 
of the base of the 1. This is the only known example of this pattern 
from this second set of dies. The surfaces are brilliant and lightly 
hairlined. There is a contact mark in the lower left obverse field 
below the chin of Liberty that identifies this as the Bass specimen, 
a piece that he discovered was from the second die pairing.

4508 1855 MS66 NGC. The tiny gold dollar was popular with 
numismatists of the 19th century. While larger denomination 
gold coins were prohibitively expensive even for most collectors, 
they found the gold dollar attractive, available, and affordable. 
Apropos of the denomination, Augustus Heaton remarked, “It 
has attracted great attention from many collectors who have 
sought no other gold series.” 

The coins’ popularity also extended to foreign collectors, 
such as John G. Murdoch, a member of the Numismatic Society 
of London. In the catalog of the Murdoch Collection (Sotheby, 
Wilkinson & Hodge, 7/1903), there were no less than 143 
examples of the U.S. gold dollar. Lot 800 was a typical listing, 
“Dollars of the larger size, With an Indian’s head to left, dated 
1854, 1855, 1857 (2), and 1862.” Note that the cataloger in 
1903 was familiar enough with the series to distinguish between 
the smaller Type One gold dollars and the larger Type Two and 
Type Three coins, but not familiar with the more subtle design 
differences of the later two types. 

The design of the gold dollar was changed in 1854 to make 
the coins easier to handle in everyday commerce, creating the 
Type Two style. The coins featured a high relief bust of an Indian 
princess on a larger diameter, thinner planchet. Unfortunately, 
the new design was impossible to strike satisfactorily, with 
universal weakness showing on the central reverse design. The 
design was modified after just a couple of years. The short-lived 
Type Two is the least available gold dollar type, and examples 
are highly prized by type collectors. 

A substantial mintage of 758,269 gold dollars was achieved 
by the Philadelphia Mint in 1855. Q. David Bowers believes this 
date is the most obtainable Type Two gold dollar in ultra-high 
grades, making a logical choice for advanced type collectors. 
The present coin is frosty orange-gold with delightful eye appeal. 
The strike is better than average, but shows the characteristic 
softness on the central reverse. Light clashing is evident, but 
there are no obvious abrasions or luster grazes. Census: 11 in 66,

In one of Walter 
Breen’s more-poetic phrases that happens to be demonstrably 
true, he wrote concerning the early quarter eagle denomination 
in his 1988 Complete Encyclopedia: 

“The problem is less why the coins are rare, why so few were 
made to begin with, but why any were struck at all! To 
judge from available Archives records, they were ordered 
on whim by a few local banks (principally the Bank of 
Pennsylvania and the Bank of the United States); to judge 
from the condition of survivors, they spent most of their 
time in vaults. Between 1803 and 1833, the Mint’s major 
output consisted of cents, half dollars, and half eagles; all 
other denominations had a kind of poor-relative status— 
seldom called for, few made, little welcome.” 

In fact, from its first 1796 No Stars quarter eagle mintage 
in 1796 through the Capped Bust, With Motto issue of 1834, 
the Mint would eke out a stingy mintage of only 64,262 quarter 
eagles—23 Guide Book dates and varieties, with a total face 
value of $160,655. In comparison, the single 1802/1 half eagle 
mintage, by itself, was 53,176 pieces with a face value of 
$265,880. 

Because the quarter eagles of 1829 had a reduced diameter 
that required a proportional decrease in the size of the design 
and lettering, both the obverse and reverse are new for the 
year. The following year, 1830, saw a second reverse introduced, 
showing repunching on the U of UNITED; that reverse 
continued on the five issues up through the design’s end in 
1834- In other words, although all of the 1829-1834 With 
Motto quarter eagle issues are produced from single die pairings, 
there were six obverse dies—one obverse for each date—paired 
with only two reverse dies. 

The present near-Gem is sharply defined throughout and 
displays reflective, semiprooflike fields. A few minor hairlines 
and handling marks appear in the fields, but there are no serious 
impairments on this beautiful coin. The yellow-gold surfaces 
display no adjustment marks. The High R.4 rarity factor must 
be taken with a grain of salt, as this piece is also conditionally 
quite rare. NGC has certified only one specimen finer, with 
three others at PCGS (6/10). This piece represents a momentous 
opportunity for type collectors. (#7669) 
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CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLES 

4529 1834 Classic AU58 NGC. Large Head, Breen-6140, Variety 

4, R.3. Flashy surfaces offer pale yellow-gold radiance. Well 
struck with light rub on the highest design elements. A significant 
depression angles across Liberty’s neck, and minor abrasions are 
scattered across each side.(#7692) 

4530 1836 Script 8 AU53 ANACS. Head of 1835, Breen-6143, 
Variety 11, R.2. A die crack passes through star 6. This lightly worn 
piece is notable for the outlandish violet, blue, and orange colors 
on each side, evidence of extensive copper alloy. Two thin marks 
are noted near star 12 and above the eagle’s head. (#7694) 



Late-State 1836 Variety 13 Quarter Eagle, MS62 


4531 1836 Script 8 MS62 PCGS. Head of 1835, Breen-6143, Variety 
13. This example is from a late state of the obverse die, with a 
heavy bisecting crack from 11 o’clock to 4 o’clock, and with a 
branch crack down to the left across the forecurl and cheek. Mint 
State examples of this scarce variety are seen from time to time. 
This piece has typical weakness at the centers, with frosty yellow

4532 1836 Script 8 MS63 PCGS. Head of 1835, Breen-6143, Variety

seldom seen in so fine a grade. This example is certified in a PCGS 
green-label holder, with brilliant luster over orange-gold surfaces. 
The strike is somewhat soft through the centers of each side, usual 
for the issue, and a few stray contact marks determine the grade 
while detracting not a whit from the appeal.

This near-Mint State piece retains a fair amount of luster and is 
well delineated, save for the usual softness in the hair at Liberty’s

The “Wide 
Fraction” die pair, one of only two known from the mintage of 
17,781 pieces. Luster fills the devices and reverse border, and 
outlines individual stars. Marks are absent aside from a hair-thin 
line through the chin. A precisely struck apricot-gold representative 
of this rare New Orleans date.

“In grades up to gem Uncirculated, the date catalogs for 
little more than common. This is difficult to understand, as 
the 1891 quarter eagle is many times rarer than any of the 
later-date issues.” 

In higher grades, however, this low-mintage issue receives its 
due. This MS66 survivor, the single finest coin known to NGC 
(5/10), is strongly struck with rich, swirling luster that enlivens 
yellow-gold to peach surfaces. Both sides are carefully preserved 
beneath a light layer of patina. (#7843) 
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Pristine 1893 Quarter Eagle, MS67 



4570 1893 MS67 NGC. Most of the quarter eagles of the 1890s have 
moderate to small mintages—30,000 pieces, in the case of the 1893. 
Although examples can be found in grades up through MS67, such 
as the present piece, and occasionally even in MS68, specimens 
appear less often than pieces dated in the 1900s. As such, they 
make wonderful acquisitions for type sets, combining the dual 
appeal of an ultrahigh grade with the cachet of 19th century gold 
coinage. This Superb Gem 1893 is fully struck, with vibrant, frosty 
luster over the light greenish-gold surfaces. The fields on both sides 
are virtually pristine.

4571 1898 MS65 NGC. Vibrant luster, a full strike, and attractive 
green-gold toning confirms the eye appeal of this carefully 
preserved scarcer date quarter eagle.

4572 1900 MS66 NGC. CAC. The turn-of-the-century date provides 
extra appeal to this beautiful Premium Gem quarter eagle.

A gorgeous Gem with apricot centers and 
olive-tinted margins. Lustrous and mark-free with an intricate 
strike and a solitary speck of aqua residue within the 0 in the date. 
Encased in an old green label holder. (#7856) 

4575 1904 MS66 NGC. Rich lemon-yellow luster with bold design 
definition. The inner zones are remarkably clean, though the right 
obverse shows a couple of rim disturbances. (#7856)

Outstanding MS67 1904 Two and a Half 



4576 1904 MS67 PCGS. This essentially perfect Liberty gold type 
coin displays beautiful orange-gold and rose toning. The fields 
and devices are unabraded, and cartwheel luster dominates the 
intricately struck surfaces. An outstanding example certain to be 
long admired by its next owner.

4581 1901 PR64 Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. A sensational example 
with incredible contrast, this proof Liberty quarter eagle features 
deeply mirrored fields and highly lustrous devices. This is the final 
issue of the Liberty quarter eagles series that is sometimes found 
with deep cameo contrast. PCGS has certified 21 Deep Cameo 
proof 1901 quarter eagles, compared to just four coins for all years 
from 1902 to 1907.

4583 1903 PR64 PCGS. Only 197 proof quarter eagles were struck in 
1903, and about half that number survive today. Although the Mint 
used a brilliant finish for the devices, as well as the fields for the 
1903 proofs, the present coin displays definite elements of contrast. 
The striking details are razor-sharp, and the surfaces are deeply 
reflective.

4584 1907 Genuine PCGS. Proof. The PCGS number ending in .92 
suggests Cleaning as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that 
PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin 
has the details of a PR50 specimen that has been cleaned. Lightly 
rubbed yellow-gold surfaces show extensive hairlines and scattered 
contact marks, though glimmers of proof luster remain in the 
margins and the protected detail is sharp.

4587 1908 MS65 PCGS. The 1908 quarter eagle is popular as a first- 
year type coin and Gem examples are not too difficult to locate.

The recessed relief design is 
often incorrectly referred to as incused. (#7939) 


Smooth Gem 1908 Indian Two and a Half 



4588 1908 MS65 NGC. A gorgeous sun-gold representative of this 
first-year issue. The strike is essentially full, and both sides are 
beautifully preserved despite faint marks near the IB in LIBERTY. It 
is difficult to believe today that the Indian quarter eagle was often 
criticized by numismatists of the day, who incorrectly believed that 
the sunken-relief design would harbor germs. (#7939)

4589 1908 MS66 PCGS Secure. Certified in a new PCGS Secure 
holder is this splendid Premium Gem with its frosty luster, bold 
design elements, and lovely rose toning over yellow-gold surfaces. 
The 1908 is the first year of the new Indian design, and highly 
popular with collectors. Population: 87 in 66, 2 finer (6/10).

4612 1914-D MS64 NGC. CAC. This satiny apricot-gold Choice 
representative has unmarked fields and a well defined mintmark.

The second of only three branch mint issues within the 
Indian quarter eagle series, and a challenging issue to locate any 
finer. (#7947) 


Attractive 1914-D Two and a Half, MS64 



4613 1914-D MS64 NGC. The mintmark is crisp on this lustrous and 
boldly struck lemon-gold Choice quarter eagle. Both sides are 
splendidly unabraded except for a thin vertical mark that crosses 
the eagle’s wing and back leg. Since Coin World Values is $42,500 
for an MS65 example, most specialists settle for an attractive MS64-

4614 1915 MS64 PCGS. Deep orange-gold surfaces offer warm luster. 
This near-Gem is pleasingly detailed, and only a few shallow marks 
appear in the feathers of the headdress. PCGS has graded 99 finer 
examples (5/10).(#7948) 

4615 1925-D MS64 NGC. CAC. Pumpkin-gold and lime-green tones 
embrace this satiny and impressively unabraded Choice quarter 
eagle. The strike is good despite the customary occasional softness 
within the headdress. (#7949) 

4616 1925-D MS64 NGC. A well struck Choice coin that gleams 
yellow-gold. A handful of small marks on each side, most visible 
at the back of the eagle’s neck, are consistent with the grade. 
(#7949) 

4617 1926 MS64 NGC. A well-defined near-Gem with fresh yellow- 
gold luster. The obverse is smooth, though the reverse shows a

Well struck overall with strong luster that 
is yellow-gold overall but turns to deeper amber-orange at the 
central reverse. Minimally marked and decidedly appealing.

4623 1929 MS64 NGC. Occasional orange overtones grace the yellow- 
gold surfaces of this final-year example. Well struck with solid eye 
appeal that befits the near-Gem designation. (#7953)

4624 1929 MS65 NGC. The 1929 Indian quarter eagle is popular as 
the last year of the design type. The issue is also the most difficult 
late-date Indian quarter eagle to locate in high grade. Examples in 
MS65 are scarce, and only four coins have been certified in higher 
numeric grades by NGC and PCGS combined (6/10). The present 
coin is an attractive Gem specimen, with lustrous, greenish-gold 
surfaces and a decent strike.

A lightly rubbed example of this first-year 
three dollar gold issue with considerable luster remaining at the 
borders.

4628 1854 MS61 NGC. Luster swirls about the legends and devices 
of this minimally abraded gold type coin.

All three dollar pieces have low mintages, and are 
scarce relative to other gold denominations of the era. (#7969) 


1854 Three Dollar, MS62 
Popular First-Year Issue 



4629 1854 MS62 NGC. The mintage of 138,618 pieces ensures that 
the 1854 three dollar is one of the three most available dates in 
the series. While many series have high-availability first-year issues, 
it is surprising that a gold coin would still be relatively available 
in Uncirculated grades 166 years after striking. This is a pleasing, 
lustrous example that displays rich, swirling mint luster. The only 
surface flaw worthy of note is Mint-created: a diagonal grease stain 
that was struck into the center of the reverse. The striking details 
are generally strong throughout with especially sharp definition on 
the lower knot on the reverse. (#7969)

4630 1854 MS66 NGC. Compared to the straightforward treatment 
accorded the other gold denominations in the Encyclopedia of U.S. 
Gold Coins, the Garrett and Guth overview of the three dollar coin 
humorously questions its reason for being: 

“Introduced in 1854, the $3 gold coin’s primary purpose was 
to facilitate the purchase of sheets of 100 postage stamps— 
in other words, it was the rich man’s three-cent piece. 
Today, their ‘numismatic purpose’ often is to compete sets 
of gold type coins, particularly the 12-piece sets [that cover 
all basic designs and denominations]. Because they are one 
of the most valuable coins in the set, the $3 piece is usually 
the last one needed or added.” 

Meanwhile, the logic for numismatists is clear: The coins exist 
so they can be collected! This Premium Gem is a notable prize 
from the highest-mintage year of issue, which also happened to 
be its debut (a clear sign, echoed in the two cent piece and three 
cent nickel, that a denomination either rapidly became obsolete or 
was unnecessary in the first place). Smooth surfaces sport swirling 
yellow-orange luster, and the sharply struck devices are as carefully 
preserved as the fields. Each side borders on faultlessness to the 
unaided eye. Census: 8 in 66, 1 finer (6/10). (#7969) 


4631 1854-0—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. XF. The sole 
O-mint three dollar gold issue, offered here as a cleaned XF-range 
example. Wear appears mostly on the high points, while the fields 
show a mix of small digs and wispy abrasions. 



4632 1854-0 XF40 PCGS. The 1854-0 is notable as the only O-mint 
three dollar, but it is more frequently encountered than one might 
think. Perhaps the novelty of the denomination was sufficient to 
induce Southerners to set aside this curious coin as a memento. 
This piece shows even wear over the high points and lightly abraded 
surfaces. The die crack through the mintmark is well developed on 
this coin. (#7971) 


Almost Uncirculated 1854-0 Three Dollar 
The Single New Orleans Mint Issue 



4633 1854-0 AU50 NGC. A popular issue as the only O-mint three 
dollar and a series-opening type coin, the 1854-0 was produced 
to the extent of only 24,000 pieces. In theory, four mints could 
have struck 1854-dated threes, as Dahlonega also made a token 
issue of 1854-Ds before backing out of the denomination, and San 
Francisco was ready for coinage in this year, as well. This appealing 
AU 1854-0 shows medium orange-gold surfaces with a few thin 
obverse marks and grade-consistent wear. The soft strike on the 
first three digits of the date and the mintmark is not uncommon, 
and a small die crack joins some of the lower peripheral elements 
on the reverse. (#7971) 


4634 1854-0—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. AU. The first and 
last Southern three dollar gold pieces were struck in 1854. This is 
a lightly worn O-mint example with cleaned yellow-gold surfaces 
that are flashy and dulled by turns. An abrasion is noted below the 
bust. 

4635 1854-0—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. AU. The obverse 
exhibits vertical hairlines, while horizontal hairlines are noted 
near the date. The obverse margin displays a few mint-made 
strike-throughs. The sole New Orleans issue of this challenging 
denomination. (#7971) 

4636 1856-S—Scratches—NGC Details. XF. A still-lustrous wheat- 
gold example of this mintmarked three dollar issue with wear 
mostly on the high points. Several significant scratches in the left 
obverse field account for the details grade.(#7975) 

4637 1860 XF40 PCGS. From a tiny mintage of 7,036 pieces, the 
1860 three dollar gold piece is a scarce issue in all grades. The 
present coin shows only modest wear, with pleasing surfaces and no 
significant distractions. (#7980)

4638 1860 MS63 PCGS. As relations between the North and South 
began to break down, coinage of gold saw diminished production.

Especially rare are coins that grade MS63 
or finer. This sensational example has rich orange-gold luster with 
reflective fields and bold design definition, save for the ribbon knot. 
Population: 13 in 63, 16 finer (6/10). (#7980) 


Elusive 1866 Three Dollar, MS62 



4639 1866 MS62 PCGS. Civil War and post-Civil War era threes are 
highly elusive, all from low mintages. Just 4,000 business strikes 
were minted in 1866. This Mint State piece has satiny yellow- 
gold surfaces with mostly well defined design motifs, although the 
ribbon bow on the reverse is indistinct. Population: 12 in 62, 15 
finer (6/10). (#7987) 

4640 1870 Genuine PCGS. The PCGS number ending in .92 suggests 
Cleaning as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that PCGS 
deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has the 
details of an AU specimen that has been lightly cleaned. The fields 
of this greenish-gold example are mildly reflective. (#7991) 

4641 1874 Genuine PCGS. The PCGS number ending in .94 suggests 
Altered Surfaces as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that 
PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has 
the details of an AU specimen that has been lightly hairlined. Light 
yellow surfaces retain traces of mint luster. (#7998) 

4642 1874 AU58 NGC. Luster shimmers throughout the legends and 
devices of this momentarily circulated three dollar type coin. The 
fields are void of noticeable marks, and the eye appeal is attractive. 
(#7998) 

4643 1882—Improperly Cleaned—NGC. Unc. An unworn example 
from an ultra low business strike mintage of 1,500 pieces. Yellow- 
gold surfaces gleam brightly despite cleaning-dulled patches in the 
fields. (#8004) 


Reflective Near-Gem 1882 Three Dollar 



4644 1882 MS64 PCGS. CAC. This last-decade entry in the three 
dollar gold lineup had a smallish emission, like all such, of only 
1,500 business strikes, but quite a few nice pieces survive. This 
indicates that collectors of the day were aware of the series’ 
numerous low-mintage issues, likely anticipating its demise and 
squirreling away a few nice specimens for posterity. 

The present near-Gem example offers devices that are uniformly 
sharp, over brightly reflective fields that are, unsurprisingly, 
prooflike, with strong cameo contrast present on both sides. Bright 
yellow-gold surfaces show a moderate number of hairlines in 
the fields. A much more difficult issue at the next grade level. 
Population: 24 in 64, 10 finer (5/10). (#8004) 
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Well-Struck Gem 1883 Three Dollar 
One of Only 900 Coins Minted 



4645 1883 MS65 NGC. The 1883 three dollar gold issue is practically 
a poster child for low mintages, produced to the extent of only a 
memorably low 900 coins. Bowers writes in his series reference that 
low mintage figure has “made it a numismatic attraction for a long 
time” and that a good percentage of those coins survive, mostly in 
AU. 

The present Gem example, however, is in a markedly different 
class. NGC has certified only seven examples at that level including 
this coin, with none finer, while PCGS has graded four Gems, 
with two finer (6/10). Rich luster radiates from the orange-gold 
surfaces on both sides, which are well-impressed although not quite 
fully struck. Only a couple of minuscule ticks on Liberty’s cheek 
may prevent an even finer grade, but the eye appeal is close to 
unimprovable. Census: 7 in 65, 0 finer (6/10). (#8005) 


Semiprooflike 1884 Three Dollar, MS61 



4646 1884 MS61 NGC. The memorably low production for the 1884 
three dollar was a stingy 1,000 coins. The present Mint State 
survivor is considerably more attractive than the MS61 designation 
might imply, with lustrous yellow-gold surfaces that are remarkably 
unimpaired, despite the small patch of hair-thin marks in the 
central reverse. Census: 4 in 61, 29 finer (6/10). (#8006) 



Orange-Gold 1885 Three Dollar, AU58 
Mintage 801 Coins 


4647 1885 AU58 NGC. The mintage of the 1885 three dollar gold 
was an astoundingly minuscule 801 coins, but savvy collectors 
squirreled them away like nuts for winter. This near-Mint State 
specimen offers orange-gold surfaces with minor high-point rub— 
on the highest lock of hair, the brow, the highest feather tips—that 
is consistent with the grade, as is the minor field chatter. Census: 
30 in 58, 54 finer (6/10). (#8007) 
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EARLY HALF EAGLES 


Choice AU 1886 Three Dollar 



4648 1886 AU55 NGC. As one of just 1,000 business strikes produced, 
this lightly circulated 1886 three dollar is an elusive prize. Yellow- 
gold surfaces retain most of their original reflectivity, with minor 
wear restricted largely to the high points. Prominent alloy spots 
appear at several places along the obverse rim. (#8008)

This die marriage is believed 
to be the only 1807 pairing with the Small Stars reverse, save for 
a couple of fluke auction appearances that may be miscataloged 
pieces, according to Bass-Dannreuther. 

The present MS61 specimen offers details that are sharp on the 
central devices, but the obverse star centers are softly struck. The 
surfaces are light orange-gold, with much remaining luster that is 
a bit muted.

There 
are no individually mentionable abrasions, but the open obverse 
field is peppered with myriad minute marks.

Small Stars Reverse, MS61 



4717 1803 Small Stars Reverse MS61 NGC. Breen-6844, Taraszka-28, 
BD-3, R.4. Only the single obverse was used in combination with 
six different reverses, four of the Small Stars reverse and two of the 
Large Stars. Of the four Small Stars reverse pairings, the BD-1 and 
BD-3 are the most available, as the remaining two varieties, BD-2 
and BD-4, are R.7 and R.6, respectively, in Bass-Dannreuther. 
But even the R.4 ranking of the present BD-3 must be viewed 
advisedly, as the estimate of 150-200 survivors includes all known 
survivors in all conditions; it is a sure thing that few survive as nice 
as the present Mint State piece. The surfaces are well struck but 
display a touch of weakness on the central devices and the obverse 
star centrils. The surfaces are light orange-gold, with muted but 
attractive luster. A scattering of minor handling marks over both 
sides explains the grade. No adjustment marks are seen. 

These largest early U.S. gold coins exert a fascination for many 
advanced collectors.

Large Stars Reverse, Very Rare BD-6 Variety 
The Only Early Eagle Harry Bass Never Owned 



4718 1803 AU53 NGC. Large Stars Reverse. Breen-6846, BD-6, 
R.7. A total of 15,017 Capped Bust Right, Heraldic Eagle ten 
dollar gold pieces were minted in 1803, with six die varieties 
known for the date. The present coin is a representative of the 
very rare BD-6 variety, easily recognized by the broken left foot 
of the right stand of the A’s in the reverse lettering. In Early 
U.S. Gold Coin Varieties, John Dannreuther estimates the 
original mintage of the BD-6 variety as 300-600 pieces, with 
perhaps just 6-10 examples surviving today. Population data 
from PCGS correspond well with this estimate, as two coins 
have been certified in AU53, with nine finer (6/10). This is the 
only variety of early eagle Harry Bass never owned. 

The reverse die for this issue was also used to strike the 
scarce 1804 Crosslet 4, BD-1 variety, and analysis of the die 
states indicates the 1803 BD-6 variety was actually struck after 
the 1804 emission, making this the last regularly issued eagle of 
the design type. The reverse of this specimen shows several die 
cracks, including a heavy line from the edge, through the arrow 
fletchings, to the juncture of the eagle’s leg with the shield. 
Another crack can be seen running through the eagle’s tail to 
the letters of UNITED. Clearly, this was the last use of this die, 
which had been used on five previous occasions. 

The present coin displays pleasing greenish-gold surfaces 
with much remaining mint luster. The devices are sharply 
rendered, and only slight wear is evident on the high points of 
the design. A few insignificant nicks along Liberty’s cheek and 
jaw are the only marks of note.

Formerly thought rare in AU, now such 
pieces of the 1844-0 are merely considered scarce. This piece 
displays considerable prooflikeness over the beautiful orange-gold 
surfaces. A few light abrasions are consistent with the grade, but 
most of the original luster is still intact, and the eye appeal is 
generous. (#8591) 


4720 1848 Genuine PCGS. The PCGS number ending in .98 suggests 
Damage as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that PCGS 
deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has the 
details of an AU specimen with a smoothed field beneath the 
eagle’s left (facing) wing. This is an elusive date in the series with 
lustrous near-Mint representatives seldom encountered.

4721 1851-0 AU58 NGC. Ex: S.S. Republic. Unlike the shipwreck of 
the S.S. Central America, the S.S. Republic yielded a wide variety 
of gold issues. The determined collector could accumulate dozens 
of different half eagles, eagles, and double eagles. The present New 
Orleans ten has straw-gold color and a band of luminous luster 
across the reverse periphery. Small marks are scattered, consistent 
with the grade. The shield ring on the second vertical stripe is 
customary for the ‘51-0. (#8607) 


4722 1854-0 Small Date AU55 NGC. Luster fills the borders, eagle, 
and Liberty’s hair. The reverse is only lightly abraded, and the 
obverse abrasions do not merit individual description. A low 
mintage New Orleans issue approximately evenly divided between

4723 1855 XF45 PCGS. CAC. Softly struck on the outer stars, 
though the central devices are well-defined despite light wear.

This interesting Choice AU coin shows 
a surprising degree of reflectivity through scattered abrasions 
and light, yet distinct wear. The flashy yellow-orange surfaces 
host generally well-defined devices, though the left end of the 
reverse scroll bearing IN GOD WE TRUST is weakened, perhaps 
from excessive die polishing.

4738 1887-S MS63 PCGS. Like many San Francisco issues from the 
1880s, the 1887-S is plentiful in abraded Uncirculated grades, 
but suddenly emerges as a significant scarcity at the MS63 level.

Akers writes that the original 
mintage was 542 pieces, of which 70 were melted, giving a net 
distribution of 472 survivors. None were released into circulation; 
rather, they were distributed to Congressmen and Washington 
insiders.

This MS62 piece may prove to be an astute compromise for 
some fortunate collector, as the piece generates an inordinate 
amount of eye appeal for the grade. The golden-yellow surfaces 
show the typical satiny texture and rich luster, although some tiny 
marks on Liberty and in the obverse left field define the grade. The 
reverse shows only scattered minor abrasions, well-mixed into the 
swirling die polish lines that are prominent on both sides. (#8850)

4775 1907 No Periods MS63 NGC. A beautiful gold type coin that 
has smooth fields, nicely struck devices, and an unblemished 
portrait. 1907 Indian tens are found with little difficulty in scuffy 
Uncirculated grades, but the present piece is much nicer than the 
customary Select example. (#8852) 


Gem 1907 Indian Eagle, No Periods 
FirsuYear Type Coin 



4776 1907 No Periods MS65 NGC. The 1907 No Periods eagle was 
the first issue of the Indian design type released into general 
circulation. The date is available in Mint State grades and enjoys 
great popularity as a type coin. The present coin is an attractive 
Gem example with pleasing green-gold surfaces and abundant 
satiny luster. As usually seen on this issue, the strike shows a little 
softness on Liberty’s hair. (#8852) 

4777 1908 Motto MS63 PCGS. This green-gold Indian ten has good 
luster and lightly abraded fields. Liberty’s jaw and the eagle’s 
shoulder display moderate abrasions.(#8859) 

4778 1908 Motto MS63 NGC. Sweeping luster illuminates the lightly 
abraded yellow-gold surfaces. The strike is good, and the reverse in 
particular is attractive. (#8859) 
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Charming Gem 1908-D Motto Ten 



4779 1908-D Motto MS65 NGC. Both the 1908-D With Motto and 
No Motto eagles are difficult to obtain at the Gem level, although 
examples of each appear from time to time in the numismatic 
marketplace, consistent with a ranking as “12th rarest of the 32 
issues in that lofty grade,” per Garrett and Guth. Interestingly, 
NGC has certified only two examples in MS65, but it has graded 
11 pieces finer (6/10). This is a flashy Gem with tons of eye appeal 
and a two-toned appearance, golden-orange predominating with 
lilac accents on Liberty’s cheek. As expected of the grade, marks are 
minor and not individually distracting. (#8860) 


Shining MS65 1908-D Motto Ten Dollar 



4780 1908-D Motto MS65 PCGS. While the 1908-D With Motto ten 
dollar issue has a mintage nearly four times that of its No Motto 
counterpart, the two dates are actually comparable in price through 
most grades. It is only in Gem and better that the With Motto 
proves more available, though both issues are condition rarities 
so fine. This lustrous MS65 representative is solidly struck with 
frosted, lightly patinated yellow-gold surfaces. A small copper 
alloy spot is noted to the left of Liberty’s lips, but both sides are 
refreshingly mark-free. Population: 13 in 65, 7 finer (6/10). (#8860) 
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4781 1909 MS62 PCGS. Uncommonly crisp detail for the issue, 
particularly on the hair of Liberty’s ear and the eagle’s feathers. 
Warm butter-yellow luster makes this moderately abraded coin 
remarkably appealing. (#8862) 

4782 1909-D AU58 PCGS. An attractive example of this better date 
Denver issue. Highpoint wear is difficult to detect, and coruscating 
luster sweeps across the fields and devices. No marks merit mention. 
(#8863) 

4783 1909-D AU58 PCGS. CAC. Light friction is present on the 
cheekbone and the left edge of the eagle’s wing, but the peach 
toning is attractive, and cartwheel luster dominates both sides. 
(#8863) 

4784 1909-D MS61 PCGS. This low mintage ten dollar piece exhibits 
vibrant luster and is nicely struck. A couple of thin marks on the 
left obverse are noted, but abrasions are otherwise unimportant. 
(#8863) 


Frosty, Mattelike MS62 1909-D Eagle 


4785 1909-D MS62 NGC. The 1909-D is usually a well-produced issue 
but examples are often abraded. This piece is typical, with light 
ticks on the Indian’s face and neck and a few scattered over the 
reverse. The copper-gold surfaces display frosty, mattelike luster, 
and the strike is bold but not full, with softness on the highest 
points of each side. (#8863) 


Pleasing 1909-D Ten, MS62 



4786 1909-D MS62 PCGS. A scarce date in the Indian eagle series, 
the 1909-D is usually found in grades hovering around the MS60 
level. This satiny Mint State piece exhibits a few minor surface 
marks that are expected for the grade, with full luster, and excellent 
lemon-yellow color. (#8863) 


Well-Struck 1909-D Eagle, MS63 


4787 1909-D MS63 NGC. Akers’ gold coin Handbook calls the 1909-D 
eagle “one of the most underrated condition rarities” in the Indian 
Head series, an issue that is “rare even in MS-64.” This Select 
coin displays generous luster over orange-gold surfaces, with a few 
contact marks on the high points that preclude an even finer grade. 
NGC has certified only 36 examples finer than this well-struck 
coin (6/10). (#8863) 


Attractive MS63 1909-D Ten 


4788 1909-D MS63 PCGS. The rich peach centers are encompassed 
by lime-green borders. Lustrous and sharply impressed with a well 
preserved obverse and only minor marks beneath the M in UNUM. 
The 1909-D mintage is only a small fraction of its 1910-D successor. 
Encapsulated in a green label holder. Population: 111 in 63, 39 
finer (6/10). (#8863) 


Lustrous 1909-D Indian Ten, MS63 


4789 1909-D MS63 PCGS. CAC. A splendid representative of the 
scarce 1909-D eagle, this piece has original ebony patina on the 
high points with frosty and brilliant yellow gold luster. Few finer 
pieces have been certified, just 35 at NGC and 39 at PCGS. An 
excellent opportunity for the advanced collector. (#8863) 
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Marvelous Two'Toned Gem 1909'S Eagle 



4790 1909-S MS65 NGC. The year 1909 was one of transitions, 
numismatically speaking. The New Orleans Mint would officially 
close after 70 years of coinage operations. Despite a longstanding 
precedent against the “monarchical” portrayal of U.S. presidents 
on coinage—a precedent begun by George Washington himself— 
the centenary of Abraham Lincoln’s birth would occasion a switch 
from the Indian Head to Lincoln cent design, marking the first 
presidential portrait on a U.S. coin and a major design shift that 
would ultimately embrace all U.S. minor coinage. 

The 1909-S gold eagles were produced alongside the famous 
1909'S VDB and 1909'S cents in San Francisco, although the 
third-year mintage of the new Saint-Gaudens design would spur 
little notice among the collectors focused on the sensational new 
cents. Neither would the nominal mintage of 292,350 examples 
of the issue, but examples are conditionally quite rare at the Gem 
level. NGC and PCGS combined have certified less than two 
dozen MS65s, with another dozen finer. 

This piece is a marvelous original Gem with two-color patina— 
rich orange-gold alternating with lilac and hazel—that covers most 
of the obverse high points and the left-side reverse. Generous luster 
proceeds from well-struck surfaces, and only a small patch of tiny 
ticks on the Indian’s cheek precludes an even finer grade. A super 
example for a type set or a world-class complete set. Census: 8 in 65, 
5 finer (6/10). (#8864) 


4791 1910 MS64 NGC. The 1910 Indian eagle has a reported mintage 
of 318,500 pieces, and is an available issue in the context of the 
series. The present coin is a pleasing Choice specimen, with sharp 
striking details and rich satiny luster. The appealing yellow-gold 
surfaces show no mentionable flaws. (#8865) 

4792 1910 MS64 NGC. A lovely honey-gold near-Gem whose lustrous 
fields and devices display a bold strike. Inspection beneath a loupe 
fails to locate any consequential contact. (#8865) 

Gorgeous Near-Gem 1910-D Eagle 
Popular Branch Mint Type Coin 


4793 1910-D MS64 PCGS. Although the 1910-D eagle is not rare, it 
is a well-produced issue, and a favored type coin as an available 
branch mint product. This near-Gem example shows gorgeous eye 
appeal and none of the “inner rim” that many pieces show. Orange- 
gold, lustrous surfaces are well-struck and free of consequential 
contact. A Gem will cost much more. (#8866) 

MS62 1910-S Eagle 
Scarce in Mint Condition 


4794 1910-S MS62 PCGS. CAC. The 1910-S is among the more 
available Saint-Gaudens eagle issues in circulated grades, though 
it becomes conditionally scarce any finer than this MS62 example. 
Moderate patina has settled over strongly lustrous yellow-gold 
surfaces touched in orange. A patch of discoloration is noted to the 
left of Liberty’s headband. (#8867) 

4795 1911 MS64 NGC. CAC. Despite the mintage exceeding a half¬ 
million coins, the 1911 Indian eagle is a difficult issue at the Gem 
level. This near-Gem boasts mellow orange-gold coloration, with 
good luster and strong eye appeal. Marks are minimal for the grade, 
although we note a tiny copper alloy spot on the eagle’s lower right 
(facing) leg.(#8868) 

4796 1911 MS64 PCGS. The devices on this Choice early 20th century 
type coin are sharply defined and the pleasing green-gold surfaces 
are highlighted by touches of rose. The vibrant, satiny luster 
augments the outstanding eye appeal. (#8868) 

4797 1911 MS64 NGC. A remarkably unabraded Indian ten dollar 
piece with satiny straw-gold surfaces and a precise strike. Higher- 
graded examples are obtainable for a price, but the comparative 
value of the present offering is undeniable. (#8868)

4798 1911 MS65 NGC. The 1911 Indian Head eagle is an available 
date in lower Mint State grades, but Gems are scarce. The greenish' 
gold fields of the present coin exude satiny mint luster and all 
motifs are sharply defined. The eye appeal of this pleasing Gem 
specimen is undeniable. (#8868) 


Pleasing 1911 Indian Eagle 
Scarce Date in MS66 



4799 1911 MS66 NGC. The 1911 is one of the most available issues 
in the Indian Head ten dollar series and one of the easiest eagles 
to obtain in Mint State. This can be partially attributed to the 
discovery of 30 to 40 Mint State coins in the early 1990s (The 
Coinage of Augustus Saint-Gaudens, 2006). Gems and Premium 
Gems are scarce, however, and higher-grade coins are quite rare. 

The wheat-gold surfaces of this MS66 example are tinted with 
light green. The sharp strike has given uniformly bold definition 
to the design details. The satiny fields yield pleasing luster on both 
sides. Census: 51 in 66, 11 finer (6/10). (#8868) 


Lustrous Near-Mint 1911-D Eagle 



4800 1911-D AU58 NGC. This key-date Indian eagle would fit nicely 
into a complete set at a fraction of the cost of a Mint State example. 
The still-lustrous orange-gold surfaces show just a whisper of rub 
on the highest points, along with some minor ticks on the Indian’s 
cheek, both diagnosing a short stay in circulation. (#8869) 


Select 1911-D Indian Eagle 
Leading Condition Rarity 




4801 1911-D MS63 PCGS. The 1911-D Indian Head eagle has the 
lowest business strike mintage of the series, at 30,100 pieces (not 
counting the experimental 1907 Wire Rim and Rolled Edge issues). 
David Akers considers the 1911-D the leading condition rarity of 
the series today. Select examples are definitely rare and the issue is 
prohibitively rare at the Gem level. 

The present coin is an attractive Select specimen, with crisp 
detail on all design motifs. The pleasing orange-gold surfaces 
exude satiny mint luster, and overall eye appeal is excellent. A few 
insignificant nicks on Liberty’s jaw explain the grade. This example 
is housed in an old green label holder. Population: 26 in 63, 16 
finer (6/10). (#8869) 
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Mint State 1911-S Eagle 
Scarce in all Uncirculated Grades 



4802 1911-S MS61 NGC. The low-mintage 1911-S eagle was produced 
to the extent of only 51,000 pieces, and examples in the higher 
Mint State grades are elusive. Many examples of this issue are 
characterized by an “area of semicircular roughness in the lower- 
left obverse field,” according to Akers. This piece shows a curious 
curved mark, origin unknown, in the left field that parallels that 
area. Otherwise, a few scattered ticks and scrapes define the grade. 
The lustrous orange-gold surfaces nonetheless display considerable 
appeal. (#8870) 


Desirable Gem 1912 Indian Ten 



4803 1912 MS65 NGC. A splendidly smooth and lustrous lemon- 
tinged Gem. Exceptional quality for the issue. There is no shortage 
of 1912 eagles in scuffy Mint State, but Gems are rare, since the 
coins were regarded as bullion prior to Roosevelt’s 1933 gold recall. 
Encased in a former generation holder. Census: 58 in 65, 17 finer 
(5/10). (#8871) 

Choice 1913 Indian Eagle 
Appealing Surfaces 


4804 1913 MS64 NGC. The 1913 Indian eagle is a popular and 
available date, from a mintage of 442,000 pieces. The present coin 
is an attractive Choice specimen, with sharp striking details and 
abundant, satiny mint luster. The pleasing green-gold surfaces show 
a few grade-consistent handling marks in the left obverse field. 
(#8873) 


Elusive Gem 1913 Indian Eagle 


4805 1913 MS65 PCGS. Like so many others, this date is rarely 
found any finer than the present Gem specimen. This coin is an 
excellent candidate for the value conscious collector who seeks 
that happy medium between grade and price. This brilliant eagle is 
fully lustrous with highly attractive orange and green toning over 
the frosty yellow surfaces. Population: 51 in 65, 13 finer (6/10). 
(#8873) 


Near-Mint State 1913-S Eagle 
Second-Rarest Series Issue 



4806 1913-S AU58 NGC. The 1913-S is the second-rarest Indian 
eagle issue, following the 1911-D. This near-Mint State example 
shows just a whisper of high-point rub, along with the often-seen 
semicircular mark in the lower-left field that runs through two 
digits of the date, some kind of Mint-made anomaly that the issue 
shares with the 1911 -S. Almost all of the original mint luster is 
present, and contact evidence is minimal. (#8874) 
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4812 1915 MS64 NGC. CAC. This lovely near-Gem exhibits 
unencumbered cartwheel luster, and the strike is sharp with only 
minor blending of detail on the high points of the eagle. No marks 
are of any relevance, and the eye appeal is exceptional for the 
designated grade. A quality Indian gold type coin. (#8878) 


4810 1914-S MS61 PCGS. The 1914^S Indian ten is an important, 
lower mintage issue with a business strike production of just 
208,000 coins. Examples are plentiful in higher circulated grades, 
but scarce in all Mint State grades. This piece has beautiful yellow- 
gold color with soft, frosty surfaces. An excellent opportunity for 
the advanced collector. (#8877) 


4811 1915 MS63 PCGS. CAC. Sharply struck and shining with 
pale yellow-gold surfaces. This Select coin shows few significant 
abrasions on the portrait, though several moderate marks are visible 
in the fields. (#8878)

Conditionally Elusive 1913-S Eagle, MS63 
Seldom Seen Finer 


4809 1914-S AU58 NGC. Just a touch of rub appears on the high points 
of this well struck S-mint ten. Yellow-gold fields remain immensely 
lustrous with occasional suggestions of alloy.(#8877) 


4807 1913-S MS63 PCGS. The 1913-S eagle is just about in a dead 
heat with the 1911 -D as the most conditionally elusive of the 
series, with the race being decided by exactly what grade level is 
contested. Currently, PCGS has certified 26 examples of the 1911- 
D in MS63, with 16 finer, while it has graded 22 1913-S eagles, 
with 13 finer (5/10). 

This Select Mint State 1913-S displays sharp striking details, 
with just a touch of softness on the eagle’s breast. The surfaces are a 
pleasing light orange-gold, with strong, satiny mint luster. A short, 
vertical scratch on Liberty’s neck is the only singular abrasion. 
Specimens certified finer than this example seldom appear in the 
numismatic marketplace, so astute prospective buyers must pounce 
on this opportunity. (#8874) 


4808 1914-D MS64 NGC. CAC. This highly lustrous and frosty 
near-Gem exhibits brilliant yellow and orange-gold surfaces, with 
entirely trivial and scattered marks that are fully inconsequential. 
Like so many of the Indian eagles, this issue is usually found in 
lower Mint State grades. NGC has only certified 58 finer pieces 
(6/10). (#8876)

4813 1915 MS65 NGC. The 1915 Indian eagle is an available date from 
a mintage of 351,000 pieces. The present coin is an appealing Gem, 
with vibrant, frosty luster and sharp striking details. The pleasing 
greenish-gold surfaces catch the eye immediately, and a minor nick 
on Liberty’s chin is the only mark of note. (#8878) 



Surprisingly Lustrous 1915-S Eagle, AU58 


4814 1915-S AU58 PCGS. This is one of the important issues in 
the Indian eagle series. Only seven issues have a higher 2011 
Guide Book price, and those include the two With Periods coins, 
the 1920-S, 1932, and 1933. This near-Mint representative has 
nearly full yellow-gold luster that is only broken on the highest 
design points. The smooth and pleasing surfaces have only a few 
insignificant marks. This offering marks an important opportunity 
for the advanced collector. (#8879) 


Challenging 1916-S Ten, MS62 



4815 1916-S MS62 NGC. All San Francisco Indian tens are 
conditionally rare relative to their Philadelphia Mint counterparts. 
This is because of the hard money tradition of the West Coast, 
where Federal paper money remained unpopular until late in the 
19th century. The present lustrous and lower mintage example is 
clean aside from a few minor facial marks. (#8880) 


4816 1926 MS64 NGC. CAC. A splendid khaki-gold Choice Indian 
type coin that provides vibrant luster, a crisp strike, and attractive 
preservation. Between 1916 and 1931, the Philadelphia Mint only 
struck eagles in 1926, an indication that the denomination was 
largely superseded by the double eagle.(#8882) 


4817 1932 MS64 PCGS. A welhdefined example of this popular type 
issue, primarily butter-yellow with orange and lavender components 
to the luster. A few small abrasions are noted along Liberty’s lower 
jaw. (#8884) 


Brilliant 1932 Indian Eagle, MS66 



4818 1932 MS66 NGC. The 1932 Indian ten is the single highest 
mintage issue of the series, and it is available in nearly any desired 
grade, the perfect type coin. It is also the only collectible U.S. gold 
coin dated in the 1930s. This piece is fully brilliant with frosty 
yellow luster. A few inconsequential marks are only evident with 
magnification. NGC has certified a mere eight finer coins (6/10).

LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


1850 Liberty Head Double Eagle, AU53 
In-Demand First Date of Issue 



4819 1850 AU53 NGC. The year 1850 saw the first regular issue of 
the double eagle denomination. The date is avidly collected today 
by series enthusiasts and type collectors alike. The present coin 
is a nice AU53 example, showing only light wear on the strongly 
impressed devices. The lustrous, orange-gold surfaces are lightly 
abraded for the grade. (#8902) 


Choice XF 1850-0 Twenty 



4820 1850-0 XF45 PCGS. New Orleans struck double eagles for a 
dozen years through 1861, and again in 1879, but mintages in 
most years were token, and in every instance were less than any 
same-year productions at either Philadelphia or San Francisco. 
The first-year 1850-0 is available by O-mint standards, but is 
nonetheless very scarce and essentially unobtainable in Mint State. 
This is a typical green-gold example that has glimpses of luster and 
distributed moderate marks. Population: 58 in 45, 58 finer (5/10). 
(#8903) 
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4821 1852 Repunched Date AU53 NGC. FS-301. A die crack laces 
through the bottom of the date, while clear outlines of underdigits 
are present at the top. Still-lustrous yellow-orange surfaces show 
scattered marks and a handful of more significant abrasions, the 
latter most visible on Liberty’s face. (#8906) 

4822 1853 AU53 NGC. The 1853 Liberty Head double eagle is an 
available date and a popular type coin. The present coin is a lightly 
worn AU53 example, with attractive greenish-gold surfaces and a 
significant amount of original mint luster. The obverse fields show 
the usual collection of minor handling marks but the reverse is 
lightly abraded for the grade.(#8908) 


Popular 1853/2 Double Eagle, AU50 



4823 1853/2 AU50 PCGS. FS-301. Traditionally considered an 
overdate, though the Guide Book expresses skepticism about the 
nature of the feature hidden within the 3. The Cherrypichers’ Guide, 
by contrast, has no such reservations, and similarly collectors 
should show no reservations about this AU50 example. Yellow- 
gold surfaces remain remarkably bright, and while light abrasions 
and a few digs affect each side, the overall eye appeal is solid. 
(#8909) 


4824 1854 Small Date AU55 NGC. The luster on the reverse is 
essentially complete, while obverse luster is absent only on the 
fields and cheek. The left obverse is typically abraded, but the 
remainder of the coin is minimally marked. (#8911) 

4825 1855-S AU55 NGC. Bright yellow-gold surfaces with a sprinkling 
of alloy in the left obverse field. Appealing despite a cluster of 
shallow marks over Liberty’s brow.(#8916) 

4826 1856-S No Serif, Tilt S AU53 PCGS. Ex:S.S. Central America. 
SSCA 5485. An attractive, lightly worn survivor of the famous 
shipwreck. The present coin displays much fine detail on the 
design elements, and traces of mint luster cling to the devices. 
Population: 11 in 53, 67 finer (5/10).(#70021) 



4827 1857-0 XF45 PCGS. Any New Orleans twenty is desirable, 
but most such coins are from the early 1850s. The 1857-0 has 
a mintage of just 30,000 pieces, and partly lustrous examples are 
coveted by Southern gold specialists. PCGS has certified only one 
1857-0 as Mint State, the Harry W. Bass, Jr. specimen that realized 
$97,750 at auction ten years ago. (#8921) 


Storied 1857-S Double Eagle, Near-Mint State 
Possible S.S. Central America Coin 



4828 1857-S AU58 PCGS. CAC. Variety 20F. The 1857-S double 
eagle was recovered by the thousands from the shipwreck of 
the S.S. Central America, enormously increasing the certified 
populations and average grades of the surviving coins. This near- 
Mint example is not specifically provenanced to that source, but 
it is a likelihood nonetheless. It is the No Serif, Right S variety, 
with SSCA examples typically encountered in high AU grades. 
Cascading luster complements brilliant orange-gold surfaces, with 
minimal evidence of contact and slight high-point rub in keeping 
with the grade. A nice example of this storied issue. (#8922) 


Beautiful Near-Gem 1857-S Twenty 



4829 1857-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. Although no pedigree is indicated, 
this double eagle undoubtedly was part of the S.S. Central America 
recovery, since the preservation is exceptional and the reverse is 
the Spiked Shield variety that constituted much of that shipwreck’s 
bounty. The rich butter-gold toning, sweeping luster, intricate 
strike, and remarkably smooth surfaces will please even the jaded 
double eagle specialist. (#8922) 
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Gem 1857-S Spiked Shield Double Eagle 
From the ‘Ship of Gold’ 



4830 1857-S MS65 PCGS. Ex: S.S. Central America. Variety 20A, 
Spiked Shield. SSCA 2719. The Spiked Shield is the most available 
variety of the several discovered among the Central America coins, 
and thus the present coin presents an opportunity for collectors. 
The S.S. Central America has become probably the best-known 
American shipwreck except for the Titanic —and after all, the 
movie hasn’t come out yet. The recent Long Beach “Ship of Gold” 
exhibit has certainly rekindled interest in the wrecked steamer 
and its vast trove of numismatic treasures. This piece sports bright 
yellow-gold mint frost, with a hint of the often-seen reddish patina 
appearing as a streak in the exergue. The strike is full, and while 
there are a couple of minor marks, the excellent luster and eye 
appeal overwhelm other considerations. (#8922) 

4831 1858 XF45 PCGS. Though distinctly worn on the high points, 
this yellow-gold Philadelphia piece retains considerable flashy 
luster in protected areas. Scattered light to moderate marks are 
consistent with the grade.(#8923) 


1858-0 Liberty Head Double Eagle, AU50 
Scarce Branch Mint Issue 



4832 1858-0 AU50 NGC. Records indicate 35,250 double eagles 
were struck at the New Orleans Mint in 1858, with one variety 
known for the date. In his series reference, Doug Winter estimates 
a surviving population of 150-175 examples in all grades, with 
perhaps 50 specimens extant in AU. Population data from the 
grading services indicate a slightly larger population, but the figures 
may be distorted by resubmissions. The present coin shows fine 
detail present on the design elements, with slight wear evident on 
the high points. The surfaces are a pleasing greenish-gold color 
with radiant mint luster. A few minor, grade-consistent nicks are 
noted on the bust and in the obverse field.

4840 1866-S Motto AU58 NGC. This yellow-gold first-year Type Two 
twenty has extensive luster and little indication of high-point 
friction. Small abrasions are distributed, but none are of singular 
importance. The 1866-S Motto is more available than its No 
Motto counterpart, but Uncirculated examples are rare, since large- 
scale exports to European banks did not occur until circa 1873.

4841 1871-S AU58 NGC. The luster is unbroken and there is scant 
evidence of rub. The obverse has numerous minor to moderate 
abrasions. The reverse is impressively smooth with pleasing surfaces. 
Scarce this close to Mint State, consistent with most Type Two

Rare in Higher Grades 


4833 1858-S AU58 NGC. The 1858-S double eagle has a large 
reported mintage of 846,710 pieces, but the issue was released 
into circulation and few examples were saved. The present coin 
is an admirable near-Mint survivor, with pleasing greenish-gold 
color and bright mint luster. A number of minor abrasions can be 
seen on both sides, none individually distracting. Attractive AU 
examples of this date are an appropriate choice for most collectors,

4838 1865-S AU58 NGC. The 1865-S double eagle was a major rarity 
in AU58 before the issue was recovered in large quantities in the 
S.S. Brother Jonathan and S.S. Republic finds. Today the 1865-S is 
reasonably available in high grades, but a nice near-Mint example 
is an appropriate choice for most collectors. The present coin 
shows only slight wear on the devices and the surfaces exude subtle, 
but attractive, mint luster.

4834 1859-S AU55 NGC. The 1859-S double eagle was produced in 
large quantities, but the issue was heavily circulated. Mint State 
examples are elusive today, making a nice AU55 coin a popular 
choice for series specialists.

4839 1866-S Motto AU55 NGC. CAC. This early Type Two issue is 
surprisingly rare in Mint State and is unknown above MS62. Most 
survivors grade XF to AU. The present green-gold representative 
has ample luster, despite a hint of wear on the wing tips and other 
high points. The reverse is only lightly abraded, while the obverse 
displays marks near star 6 and just below the jaw. (#8950)

a good impression on the obverse stars and minor softness on 
Liberty’s hair and the eagle feathers.

Legendary 1882 Double Eagle, AU53 
Mintage 571 Coins 



4865 1882 AU53 PCGS. The 1882 double eagle is so rare that 
even the Smithsonian Institution, keeper of the National 
Numismatic Collection, lacks an example of this issue. While 
there are numerous double eagle issues from the late 1870s 
through early 1890s that boast extraordinarily low mintages, 
the 1882 is the absolute lowest-mintage of them all, at 571 
coins. 

Any representative of this issue, in any grade, is an 
extraordinary rarity. 

The next-lowest mintage of the denomination in the 1880s 
is the 1885, produced to the extent of 751 coins—an increase of 
over 30% in comparison to the 1882. In fact, the 1882 double 
eagle has the lowest mintage of any circulation strike in the 
double eagle series, save for the 1861-P Paquet Reverse. 

The 1882 double eagle is not only an issue with a remarkably 
low mintage to begin with, but its rarity is compounded because 
so few were saved. The handful of contemporary collectors 
who specialized in gold—and they were few and far between— 
preferred proof examples, which could be had from the Mint for 
a modest premium. 

The reasons for the minuscule mintage are complicated. 
Mint officials had adopted a new policy to stimulate national 
demand for half eagles and eagles, according to Rusty Goe in 
The Mint on Carson Street. 

“... double eagle output was decreased on a national scale as 
the Treasury implemented its new policy of expanding the 
distribution of $5 and $10 gold pieces. 

“It was the Treasury’s conviction that if more gold coins in 
denominations less than twenty dollars were in reserve at 
Mint offices around the country, depositors would accept 
these coins in payment in lieu of waiting for additional 
double eagles to be struck.” 

At any rate, the nation’s operating mints had other troubles, 
as they shouldered the enormous burden of Morgan silver dollar 
production in 1882, amounting to more than 27.5 million 
pieces at four facilities. 

By contrast, only three mints struck double eagles at all, 
as New Orleans’ last twenty was the 1879-0. In 1882 San 
Francisco struck 1.13 million twenties, with nearly 40,000 in 
Carson City—and the legendary low mintage of 571 double 
eagles in Philadelphia. 

The present AU53 example boasts light orange-gold surfaces 
that are highly reflective and semiprooflike, as expected. The 
piece is sharply detailed overall, with slight wear appearing 
on the high points. A scattering of handling marks and 
light abrasions on both sides is consistent with a short stint 
in circulation. Watch the bidder cards fly on this rare coin. 
Population: 2 in 53, 7 finer (6/10). (#8996) 
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4866 1882-S MS61 PCGS. Tall S. Strongly struck on the central 
devices, as many S-mint twenties of the era are. Moderately 
abraded with yellow-gold luster and patches of alloy at the high

4867 1884-CC AU55 NGC. According to official records 81,139 
double eagles were produced at the Carson City Mint in 1884- 
Doug Winter believes 1,250-1,500 coins survive today in all grades, 
with 250-350 examples in AU. Only one die variety is known for 
the date. The present coin is lightly worn on all surfaces and retains 
much of its original mint luster. The surfaces show numerous 
minor handling marks, primarily on the obverse. The surfaces are 
a pleasing greenish-gold, with hints of peach around the devices.

1884-CC Double Eagle, MS62 
Rare Issue in High Grade 



4868 1884-CC MS62 PCGS. The only known dies for the date. A total 
of 81,139 Liberty Head double eagles was struck at the Carson City 
Mint in 1884- The issue is scarce to rare in all grades today, with 
an estimated surviving population of 125-150 pieces. PCGS has 
certified 36 specimens in MS62, and PCGS and NGC combined 
have graded only eight coins in higher grades (5/10). The present 
coin shows slight softness on the central devices—unsurprising, 
since the 1884-CC is the most difficult CC-mint double eagle of 
the decade to locate with a sharp strike. The luster is bright and 
frosty, and the surfaces show a moderate number of abrasions for

4869 1885-CC AU58 NGC. In the 2001 reference Gold Coins of the 
Carson City Mint, Douglas Winter writes: 

“Mint employees were greatly saddened by the election of 
Democrat Grover Cleveland as President in 1884- The new 
administration immediately replaced all key mint employ¬ 
ees with Democrats and then closed the mint. A relatively 
small number of silver dollars and double eagles were struck 
before the mint was shut down on March 18, 1885.” 

Among the 9,450 twenties issued was the present piece, which 
retains most of its initial luster. Scattered marks are inevitable given 
its brief stint in circulation, although only the facial abrasions are 
consequential. (#9004) 



4870 1885-CC MS62 NGC. The 1885-CC double eagle issue’s radiance 
is perhaps somewhat dimmed by its proximity to a brighter star, the 
illustrious 1885 Philadelphia twenty, which at 751 business strikes 
is among the lowest mintages of all such U.S. coins. The 1885-CC 
twenty is nonetheless a low-mintage emission as well. The issue was 
produced to the extent of only 9,450 pieces, partly the result of the 
unexpected death on March 8 of Superintendent James Crawford. 
The facility struck only silver dollars and double eagles during the 
year, then went on a four-year hiatus until 1889. This piece has a 
sharp strike, with fine detail evident on Liberty’s hair and attractive 
mint luster. The yellow-gold surfaces show a smattering of minor 
handling marks, mostly in the obverse field and on the bust, but it 
nevertheless ranks among the top survivors of this typically poorly 
produced issue.

4871 1887-S MS62 NGC. The 1887-S is the lowest-mintage 
Type Three San Francisco issue, yet Mint State examples are 
affordable.

The well struck surfaces 
display few marks for the MS62 level. A good value relative to 
higher grades. (#9007) 
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Brilliant MS62 1887-S Twenty 
Gleaming Orange-Gold Surfaces 



4872 1887-S MS62 PCGS. CAC. Gleaming orange-gold surfaces 
complement brilliant luster and a bold strike on this lovely Type 
Three S-mint twenty. As with many of its brethren, the MS62 
grade of the present piece is as high as readily obtainable. PCGS 
has certified 60 finer, with considerable duplications likely and 
many of those probably in strong hands, given the incredible action

4874 1888 MS62 NGC. The 1888 double eagle is one of many 
condition rarities in the Liberty series, common enough in lower 
Mint State grades, but rare as the numerical levels increase. This 
issue is rarely found above the present MS62 level.

4880 1890-CC AU53 PCGS. A lightly worn yet surprisingly bright 
Carson City twenty, well-defined through the centers with strong 
yellow-gold luster at the margins. A handful of shallow abrasions

4881 1890-CC AU58 PCGS. An exceptional near-Mint Carson City 
twenty that has essentially complete luster, uncommonly smooth 
surfaces, and rich honey-gold toning.

Experts estimate a surviving population of 2,500-3,000 
pieces, with perhaps 1,200-1,400 specimens extant in AU grades. 
The present coin is an attractive near-Mint survivor, with sharp 
detail present on all design elements. The pleasing orange-gold 
surfaces are lightly abraded and display strong mint luster. (#9014) 


4885 1890-S MS62 NGC. Boldly impressed with flashy yellow-gold 
luster that shines through a faint layer of patina. Scattered marks 
overall with a few luster scrapes on Liberty’s portrait and a dot of 
copper alloy to the left of the eagle. (#9015) 

4886 1891-S MS63 NGC. CAC. Medium S. Tints of olive toning fill 
the margins of this lustrous and sharply impressed Select double 
eagle. The cheek and fields display moderate marks appropriate for 
the grade.(#9018) 

4887 1891-S MS63 NGC. Medium S. The sun-gold centers are 
encompassed by lime-green borders. A lustrous and intricately 
struck representative of a conditionally scarce issue.(#9018) 

4888 1891-S MS63 ★ NGC. CAC. Medium S. This double eagle 
coaxed a Star designation from NGC because its fields are 
moderately prooflike. The obverse is particularly flashy. The reverse 
is minimally abraded and exhibits minor die doubling, most evident 
on PLURIBUS.(#9018) 

Gleaming Near-Gem 1891-S Twenty 
Virtually Unobtainable in Higher Grade 


4889 1891-S MS64 NGC. CAC. Medium S. This is an available issue 
due to the large mintage exceeding 1.2 million coins, but it is 
extremely elusive at the near-Gem level of the present coin, and 
all but unobtainable any finer. The apricot-gold surfaces gleam 
with cartwheel luster, complementing a sharp strike and minimal 
contact marks. Census: 53 in 64, 2 finer (6/10). (#9018) 


Low Mintage AU 1892-CC Twenty 


4890 1892-CC AU50 NGC. Bright luster bathes raised elements of 
this low mintage Carson City twenty, although Liberty’s cheek and 
hair exhibit minor wear. A powerful loupe reveals minor obverse 
struck-in grease, but abrasions are completely unimportant for the 
AU50 level. The 1892-CC is more available than its rare 1891-CC 
predecessor, but is much scarcer in Mint State than the 1890-CC.

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Lustrous Near-Mint 1893-CC Twenty Dollar 


Last Carson City Double Eagle 



4891 1893-CC AU58 NGC. CAC. The largest circulating U.S. 
coinage denomination and the final year of the Carson City Mint’s 
operations intersect on this near-Mint State 1893-CC twenty. 
Nearly all of the mint luster remains on the bright orange-gold 
surfaces of this coin, although scattered small ticks attest to a short 
stay in circulation. (#9023) 


Sharp Choice 1895 Liberty Head Twenty 
Excellent Eye Appeal 



4892 1895 MS64 NGC. CAC. A large mintage of 1.1 million double 
eagles was achieved at the Philadelphia Mint in 1895. The issue is 
available in lower Mint State grades today, but it becomes scarce at 
the Choice level, and anything finer is extremely rare. The present 
coin exhibits sharp striking details throughout. The pleasing 
surfaces show only minor distractions, which are overwhelmed by 
the vibrant mint luster. Overall eye appeal is outstanding. (#9027) 


Choice 1895-S Double Eagle 
Rare Issue in Higher Grades 



4893 1895-S MS64 NGC. The 1895-S Liberty Head double eagle is 
scarce in Choice condition, and only 15 coins have been certified 
in higher numeric grades by NGC and PCGS combined (6/10). 
The present coin is a delightful Near-Gem, with well defined design 
elements and bright mint luster. The surfaces are a pleasing green- 
gold color and exhibit only a cluster of minor handling marks on 
Liberty’s face and the obverse field. (#9028) 


Amazing 1895-S Twenty, MS64 



4894 1895-S MS64 NGC. CAC. Here is an amazing honey-gold 
example of the conditionally elusive 1895-S twenty, with lustrous 
surfaces and excellent design definition. Both sides have hints 
of green and orange toning. NGC has only certified nine finer 
examples of this issue (6/10). (#9028) 


4895 1896 Repunched Date PCGS Genuine. FS-301. The PCGS 
number ending in .92 suggests Cleaning as the reason, or perhaps 
one of the reasons, that PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In 
our opinion, this coin has the details of a Mint State specimen 
that has been lightly cleaned. The date is dramatically repunched 
with all four digits showing signs of doubling. There are no obvious 
cleaning lines on this frosty and moderately abraded Mint State 
example. 

4896 1896 MS63 PCGS. CAC. Fantastic flashy luster with reflectivity 
and cartwheels. This yellow-gold Select piece has scattered light 
marks, but the overall eye appeal is remarkable.(#9029) 

4897 1897 MS63 NGC. Booming luster and original green-gold color 
combine with lightly abraded fields and devices to ensure the eye 
appeal. The obverse rim is crimped at 11:30. Encased in a prior 
generation holder. (#9031) 


Gleaming MS64 1897 Double Eagle 
Minimally Abraded 



4898 1897 MS64 NGC. CAC. This near-Gem double eagle was struck 
in the year the great Klondike Gold Rush began in Alaska’s Yukon 
Territory. San Francisco and Philadelphia both struck generous 
quantities of the type in 1897, nearly 1.4 million pieces of the 
P-mint issue. This near-Gem example exhibits gleaming luster over 
peach-gold surfaces that are minimally abraded and well-struck. 
NGC has certified only 12 pieces finer (6/10). (#9031) 


4899 1897-S MS64 NGC. CAC. This historic double eagle issue 
was made at the peak of the Klondike Gold Rush, which would 
continue into 1898. Bowers conjectures that many of the 1897-S 
double eagles were made from freshly mined Klondike gold. This 
near-Gem is seldom bettered conditionally, as Gems are quite 
elusive, despite the mintage of 1.47 million coins. It is a well- but 
not fully struck piece, with scattered minor abrasions away from the 
prime focal areas and lovely orange-gold color. NGC has certified 
only 19 pieces finer (6/10).(#9032) 

4900 1897-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. Slightly soft stars surround a sharply 
struck portrait on this impressively lustrous near-Gem. Small dots 
of brown copper alloy appear at the high points of the yellow-gold 
surfaces. PCGS has graded seven finer pieces (5/10).(#9032) 
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Low-Mintage 1898 Double Eagle, MS63 
Lustrous and Sharply Struck 



4901 1898 MS63 PCGS. The smallish mintage of the 1898—170,395 
business strikes—is responsible for the paucity of examples graded 
finer than MS63 today. PCGS has certified only seven pieces 
in MS64 (6/10). Coruscating luster washes over the peach-gold 
surfaces, which show few abrasions for the grade and a bold strike. 
The reverse is particularly choice. (#9033) 


4902 1898-S MS63 Prooflike NGC. Sharply struck, with brightly 
reflective surfaces, the present coin is a delightful Select specimen 
from the San Francisco Mint. The 1898-S is rare in MS63 Prooflike, 
and only one coin has been certified finer within the Prooflike 
category (5/10).(#79034) 


Choice 1899-S Double Eagle 
Stunning Eye Appeal 



4903 1899-S MS64 NGC. CAC. The last San Francisco Mint double 
eagle from the 19th century, the 1899-S is always popular with type 
collectors. The issue is available in all grades up to the Choice level, 
but only 13 coins have been certified in higher numeric grades 
by NGC and PCGS combined (6/10). The present coin possesses 
enormous eye appeal, with sharp striking details and bright, frosty 
luster. The pleasing greenish-gold surfaces show a minimum number 
of abrasions for the grade. (#9036) 

4904 1900 MS64 PCGS. CAC. The 1900 Liberty Head double eagle 
is an available date and a popular type coin. The present coin is 
a splendid Choice example, with full striking details and blazing, 
satiny luster. The radiant greenish-gold surfaces are minimally 
abraded, and the outstanding visual appeal is confirmed by the 
CAC sticker. (#903 7) 



4905 1903 MS65 NGC. The relatively low mintage of the 1903 double 
eagle, 287,200 pieces, is sometimes forgotten given the enormous 
mintages of the 1904 and 1904-S issues that followed, totaling more 
than 9 million coins. This piece shows two-toned surfaces with 
orange-gold and olive-green vying for territory on each side. NGC 
has certified only eight examples finer (5/10). (#9043) 


Attractive Gem 1903 Double Eagle 


4906 1903 MS62 Prooflike NGC. The flashy fields of this crisply 
struck honey-gold Liberty twenty confirm the NGC designation. 
Abrasions are relatively few for the MS62 level, although a brief 
pinscratch is noted on the cheekbone. Census: 7 in 62 Prooflike, 8 
finer (6/10).(#79043) 

4907 1904 MS64 NGC. CAC. A high-end olive-green type 
representative with uncommonly smooth surfaces for the MS64 
level. The reverse is particularly smooth. In addition, the strike is 
bold and cartwheel luster dominates both sides. (#9045) 

4908 1904 MS64 ★ NGC. CAC. Both sides possess flashy, nearly 
prooflike fields, presumably the reason why NGC bestowed a Star 
designation on the present near-Gem. Crisply struck and with 
impressively few marks. Census: 57 in 64 ★, 23 finer with a Star 
notation (5/10).(#9045) 

4909 1904 MS64 PCGS. CAC. The 1904 Liberty Head double eagle 
is an available date, but few Choice specimens can match the 
outstanding eye appeal of the present coin. All design elements are 
fully brought up and the mint luster is rich and vibrant. The fields 
are remarkably clean for a large gold coin, and only a few minor 
nicks on Liberty’s cheek prevent a higher grade. (#9045) 



MS65 1904 Liberty Twenty 


4910 1904 MS65 PCGS. An impeccable Gem specimen of this popular 
type issue, the present coin is sharply detailed, with excellent mint 
luster and abundant eye appeal. The surfaces are remarkably clean 
for a large gold coin. Philadelphia and San Francisco combined 
forces to strike more than 11 million double eagles in 1904- (#9045)

Outstanding Mint Luster 



4911 1904 MS65 PCGS. The 1904 Liberty Head double eagle is an 
available date in the series, and perhaps the first choice among type 
collectors. Booming mint luster is the outstanding characteristic of 
this attractive Gem specimen. The pleasing orange-gold surfaces 
and sharply detailed devices make the coin a visual treat. (#9045) 


4912 1904 MS63 Prooflike NGC. Sharply struck, with fine detail 
present on Liberty’s hair and the eagle’s feathers. The fields of this 
Select specimen are brightly reflective and prooflike. A scattering 
of hairlines and minor contact marks is consistent with the grade. 
(#79045)

4913 1905 MS62 PCGS. CAC. The 1905 Liberty Head twenty is one of 
the most desirable Type Three double eagles. From a small mintage 
of just 58,919 pieces, the 1922-S is scarce in MS62 and rare in 
finer condition. Currently, PCGS has certified only 55 examples in 
higher numeric grades (5/10). The present coin is well detailed and 
lustrous, with minimal abrasions for the grade. (#9047) 



Delightful Near-Gem 1905-S Twenty 


4914 1905-S MS64 PCGS. Green-gold shades approach the rim, while 
the centers are honey-gold. Well struck aside from obverse stars 
8 and 9. A lustrous and exceptionally unabraded near-Gem that 
will delight its fortunate next owner. Housed in an old green label 
holder. PCGS has certified just six pieces finer (5/10). (#9048) 


Scarce MS62 1906 Liberty Twenty 




4915 1906 MS62 PCGS. CAC. Perhaps due to a continued backlog 
from the 6.25 million double eagles struck at Philadelphia in 1904, 
mintages at the mother mint were only a tiny fraction of that 
production in 1905 and 1906. Uncirculated 1906 twenties are 
consequently scarce and rarely seen above MS63. The present 
butter-gold MS62 example has unencumbered luster and a well- 
preserved reverse. (#9049) 


Eye-Appealing 1906 Twenty, MS62 
Underrated Philadelphia Date 



4916 1906 MS62 PCGS. This is a somewhat forgotten low-mintage 
Liberty Head double eagle, perhaps because of its P-mint status 
and due to reimportations in recent years. It nonetheless remains 
a key issue among the later Liberty Head twenties. This MS62 
piece boasts a bold strike and sumptuous orange-gold surfaces. A 
few pesky small abrasions dot Liberty’s lower cheek and explain the 
grade, but the surfaces are clean overall, and the eye appeal is high 
for the grade. The certified populations at PCGS thin out quickly 
in higher grade levels. (#9049) 


Choice 1906-D Double Eagle 
First D-Mint Twenty 



4917 1906-D MS64 PCGS. From a smallish mintage of 620,000 
pieces, the 1906-D double eagle is popular as the first issue of this 
denomination struck at the Denver Mint. The 1906-D is scarce 
in Choice condition, and only 17 coins have been certified in 
higher numeric grades by PCGS and NGC combined (6/10). The 
present coin is sharply struck, with lustrous, green-gold surfaces and 
abundant eye appeal. (#9050) 


MS64 1907-D Saint-Gaudens Twenty 


Exceptional Eye Appeal 



4918 1907-D MS64 PCGS. Vibrant mint luster and razor-sharp striking 
details enhance the appeal of this popular D-mint double eagle. 
The Liberty Head design was retired in 1907 and collectors have 
always prized the date as a last-date type coin. The present coin is 
a particularly attractive Choice example, with razor-sharp devices 
and luminous green-gold surfaces. (#9053) 
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PROOF LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLE 


Beautiful Near-Gem Proof 1903 Liberty Twenty 
Only Three Numerically Finer at PCGS 

4919 1903 PR64 PCGS. Although the mintage of proof 1903 
double eagles is given as 158 coins—the highest of the Liberty 
Head series—this is a case where original mintage figures are 
meaningless. Most of those original proofs have long since 
disappeared. To survive to the present day, a proof 1903 Liberty 
twenty had to endure the Panic of 1907, World War I, the 1929 
Stock Market Crash, the Great Depression, the Gold Recall of 
1933—and any number of the unknown personal catastrophes 
that befall collectors from time to time. In addition, it had to be 
carefully stored, to prevent the value-destroying contact marks 
to which large proof gold coins are especially prone. (Some 
impaired proofs survive, including one graded PR50.) 

Estimates are that today, only 40 to 50 proof examples 
survive in all grades. PCGS has certified only three examples 
in PR65 grade—one a Cameo—and the present PR64 is one 
of 11 so certified there, also including one Cameo and likely 
duplicates. The Garrett-Bass PR65 PCGS example from the 
Bass II sale (Bowers and Merena, 10/1999, lot 1939, which 
realized $41,400) was later crossed into a PR65 Cameo NGC 
holder. We offered that later appearance in The Greenwich 
Collection, Part Two in our ANA Signature (Heritage, 8/2004, 
lot 7707), where it realized $50,025. A PR64 Cameo that we 
offered in Platinum Night of our Dallas Signature (Heritage, 
11/2005, lot 2477), realized $40,250. More recently, a PR64 
example in the July 2009 Stack’s offering of “Treasures from the 
S.S. New York” (lot 1539) brought $39,675. 

This coin is certified in a early green-label holder from PCGS, 
before it began certifying coins as Cameo and Deep Cameo. A 
Deep Cameo designation is unknown for the issue, but it is 
possible that this coin could achieve a Cameo designation 
today. The Mint’s post-1901 changed method of manufacturing 
proof gold involved polishing the device crevices in the die 
along with the fields on the surface, reducing or eliminating 
the frosty devices on the coin. Dr. Robert Loewinger’s proof 
gold reference calls the device effect “satiny or semibrilliant.” 
Nonetheless, a few examples at each service of the 1903 are 
known with the Cameo designation—12 at NGC, seven at 
PCGS. The finest numerically graded pieces are a handful of 
PR65s (non-Cameo and Cameo) at both services combined, 
with duplicates all but certain. 

More important than estimating survivors is a comment that 
Garrett and Guth offer in their gold Encyclopedia concerning 
the 1903 proof twenty: 

“In recent years the demand for examples of the [Liberty 
Head] type in Proof has increased dramatically. The sup¬ 
ply will most likely never meet the demand for these large, 
impressive coins.” 

There is a reason for that huge demand, beside the unceasing 
hot market for gold overall: The Liberty Head coins in proof 
format are the last of the nation’s “traditional” mirrored gold 
proof coinage, desirable and ultimately pleasing collector-grade 
examples of the largest gold denomination. 

This beautiful near-Gem proof boasts pleasing, even, rich 
orange-gold coloration in the deeply reflective, mirrored 
fields, with lighter yellow device high points that set up the 
considerable contrast mentioned previously. The strike is 
full throughout, and only a few light hairlines in the fields 
apparently have kept this coin from a Gem grade. Population: 
10 in 64, 2 finer (6/10). (#9119) 
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HIGH RELIEF DOUBLE EAGLES 


Remarkable 1907 High Relief Twenty 
Wire Rim Variant, MS64 




4920 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS64 NGC. Augustus Saint' 
Gaudens’ ten and twenty dollar gold designs were subjected to 
numerous delays and revisions. The coins or plaster models were 
in some state of conception or execution from early 1905, when 
President Roosevelt first exhorted the sculptor to take on the 
project, until Saint'Gaudens’ death from stomach cancer in August 
1907. Even after his death, the revisions continued under the 
watchful eye of his assistant, Henry Hering. 

The primary reason for the long design and production period 
lay in Saint'Gaudens’ enormous popularity. As early as 1881, his 
French friend Paul Bion described him as “drowning in work 
... a sort of ‘Edisson’ [sp.] of sculpture, combining, constructing, 
producing treasure on treasure.” While Saint'Gaudens was working 
on the designs for the gold coins from 1905 to 1907, he also had 
other commissions. The John Dryfhout book on Saint-Gaudens’ 
oeuvre shows that the sculptor completed numerous other works 
during the two-plus years that the coinage redesign was under way. 

This High Relief is a wonderful example of what is undoubtedly 
the most widely recognized of all of Saint-Gaudens’ works. The 
surfaces are bright and satiny, as one would expect, with yellow- 
gold the dominant color but a slight presence of reddish patina also 
is noted on each side. The striking details are exceptionally sharp 
with complete separation of the letters from the rim at the top of 
the reverse. A few faint freckles of copper alloy can barely be made 
out on the obverse. (#9135) 


1907 Saint'Gaudens Twenty, MS64 
High Relief, Wire Rim 



4921 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS64 PCGS. Art critic Thayer 
Tolies stated that the use of relief in Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ 
sculpture, and by extension the gold coins, reflected his personal 
manifesto: “The quality of a work of art [should] be judged on 
its character or effect.” One can see this character or effect in 
all of Saint'Gaudens commissioned works, and it is especially 
apparent in the designs he used for the gold coins of 1907. The 
effect is undeniably more immediate and polished in his original 
designs as seen on the Ultra High Reliefs, reduced and slightly 
redesigned High Relief twenties, and the Wire Rim tens. Another 
aspect of Saint'Gaudens commissioned works is how he used the 
background. He constantly admonished his students in the Cornish 
School, “Remember that your background is your atmosphere, and 
part of the composition.” He insisted that his compositions extend 
from edge to edge. That is certainly the case with the twenty 
dollar. The background has sun rays emanating behind the figure of 
Liberty and the eagle, which gives the coin even more depth and 
dimensionality. 

The present coin is a superlative example of Saint'Gaudens’ 
concept, with the finely-detailed figure of Liberty standing out in 
three dimensional fashion from the stunning background. This 
specimen displays extraordinary mint luster and the pleasing green- 
gold surfaces are virtually flawless. (#9135) 
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4922 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim—Improperly Cleaned—NGC 
Details. AU. Struck late in the production run of High Relief 
twenties, the wire rim or “fin” as it was known inside the Mint, was 
seen as a production defect. The Flat Rim variant was the fix for 
this problem. However, the Mint never really found a complete 
solution to the wire rim problem. Most Flat Rim pieces still show a 
slight remnant of the extruded metal. However, this is one of the 
few we have seen that has a true flat rim all around each rim. The 
surfaces are lightly hairlined and show the subdued surfaces one 
would expect. The knee of Liberty is also flat, consistent with a 
coin that has AU Details. Minimally abraded. (#9136) 


4923 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim MS64 NGC. While the Wire Rim 
examples of the High Relief double eagle have a strong following 
today, among Mint employees in 1907, the Flat Rim coins were 
seen as closer to perfect, since the wire rim on other coins was 
considered a striking defect. This near-Gem representative shows 
the ghost of a fin on the right obverse and possibly the lower 
reverse, but it still meets all criteria for a Flat Rim coin. Warm 
yellow-gold luster shines through a light layer of patina. Both sides 
show a handful of small abrasions, of which small marks at Liberty’s 
knee and the rays to her left are the most prominent. Overall, 
though, this is a highly appealing representative for the grade.

4924 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim MS65 PCGS. President Roosevelt 
wanted to create coins for the United States that would rival 
the beauty of those struck by the ancient Greeks, and the 
1907 High Relief double eagle is considered by many to be 
the crowning achievement of this coinage renaissance. In 
Numismatic Art in America, Cornelius Vermeule explores the 
artistic merits of the Saint-Gaudens double eagle, which he 
considers to be “perhaps the most majestic coin ever to bear our 
national imprint.” 

Vermeule writes: 

“The Liberty striding forward is as grand in miniature 
as the Hellenistic Victory of Samothrace on a heroic 
scale. The eagle in flight against the sun on the reverse 
achieves complete domination of motion and expand- 
ing vista over the confines of a tiny tondo. Although 
the authorities at the Mint flattened the relief to facili¬ 
tate striking and handling, this coin has remained a 
forceful demonstration that modem, mechanical coin¬ 
age need in no way be pedestrian ... Both coins [eagle 
and double eagle] seem as modern a century after they 
were conceived as any issues, American or otherwise, 
produced in the past generation.” 

The sculptures and friezes by Saint-Gaudens are impounded 
in various museums or public areas, but his coins are works of 
art that many collectors can own. The coins are universally 
praised for their artistic achievement. The 1907 High Relief 
double eagle is the most dramatic rendering of Saint-Gaudens’ 
masterful design. A collector of any series or type would 
undoubtedly hold this spectacular example in high regard. 
The surfaces are bright with thick, satiny mint luster, as one 
would expect, only more so on this piece. The color is almost 
completely yellow-gold in color throughout. There is one mark, 
yes one mark, that we see: On Liberty’s bent leg there is a short, 
horizontal mark across the shin. This exceptional coin really 
should be seen to be fully appreciated. (#9136) 
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Stunning MS67+ 1907 Saint'Gaudens 
High Relief, Flat Rim Twenty 


4925 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim MS67+ NGC. In Thayer Tolies’ 
book Augustus Saint'Gaudens in the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, the art critic sets the stage for the period in which Saint- 
Gaudens was at the peak of the sculptural world in America: 

“The demand for luxurious goods and imposing mansions 
was met by an ambitious group of architects, painters, 
sculptors, and decorators who believed that these col¬ 
laborative projects stood as powerful reflections of their 
country’s growing cultural presence on the world stage 
as it assumed its rightful place in a distinguished artis¬ 
tic continuum. These symbiotic partnerships inspired 
some of the most remarkable products of the American 
Renaissance, a period of unprecedented artistic cross¬ 
fertilization that began in the mid-1870s and continued 
through the 1910s.” 

This placed Augustus Saint-Gaudens, and his prodigious 
artistic talents, at the right time and in the right place to take 
full advantage of this demand for art in what became known as 
The Gilded Age. He used his natural artistic talent, coupled it 
with a successful workshop of apprentice artists, self-referenced 
his own works when possible, and curried the favor of wealthy 
patrons. The result was a outpouring of 214 works, many of 
staggering beauty and all of which display a natural ease of the 
subject portrayed. 

After several decades of exceptional sculptural production, 
Theodore Roosevelt called on Saint-Gaudens to redesign 
several of the nation’s coins. But he challenged him to redesign 
them with the high relief seen on coins from ancient Greece. 
Saint-Gaudens admired such coins as well and accepted the 
challenge, although reluctantly. Over the previous 15 years 
he had several encounters with Charles Barber, and the clash 
between artist and engraver had not turned out well for Saint- 
Gaudens. However, this time Saint-Gaudens had the president’s 
full support, and Roosevelt used the power of his office to 
finally get the new coin designs into production. The frustrated 
president finally ordered that the new twenty dollar gold pieces 
go into production “even if it takes all day and night to produce 
one coin.” It did not take quite that long, but it did require 
multiple blows from a hydraulic press usually used to strike 
medals to strike the High Relief twenties. And in the short 
striking period in late 1907, only 12,367 pieces were produced. 

As a Flat Rim coin, this was one of the final examples 
struck in December, 1907 of this magnificent design. The 
surfaces display bright yellow-gold color, similar to that seen 
on Ultra High Reliefs which were annealed between strikings. 
Diligent searching with a loupe fails to find any post-striking 
impairments. While we hesitate to call any coin perfect, this 
is as close to perfection as we can remember in recent memory. 
The striking details are also notable for extreme sharpness. 
While High Reliefs were struck multiple times on a hydraulic 
press, even so the tops of the letters on the upper reverse often 
blend into the inner rim. Not so here. The berries are rounded 
in the olive branch. Truly an exceptional High Relief. (#9136)

4926 1907 Arabic Numerals MS64 PCGS. Hints of rose visit the 
surfaces of this appealing first-date-of-issue Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle, and softly frosted luster radiates from both sides. The coin is 
well struck, and abrasions are minimal. (#9141)

4927 1907 Arabic Numerals MS65 NGC. The 1907 Arabic Numerals 
Saint-Gaudens double eagle is an available issue in all grades up to 
the Gem level, making the coin a prime choice for type collectors.

After the unsuccessful 
attempts to produce Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ design in Ultra 
High Relief and then “Very High Relief,” Charles Barber set about 
reducing the relief so this design could actually be struck with high 
speed presses. The result was the so-called “Arabic Numerals” issue, 
as seen here. This particular piece displays light reddish-golden 
color and bright, satiny mint luster. Sharply struck with the only 
marks of note located in the lower reverse field beneath the eagle’s

This 
well struck Superb Gem is well-suited to a high-grade type set, its 
peach-accented yellow-gold surfaces impeccably smooth. Faintly

An appealing specimen of this early 
Saint-Gaudens double eagle, the present coin is sharply struck with 
abundant satiny mint luster. The surfaces are lightly abraded, with 
shades of green-gold color. (#9148) 

4943 1908-S—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. XF. An accessible 
example of this issue with a mintage of just 22,000 pieces. Light, 
even wear across each side with scattered moderate abrasions and 
yellow-gold brightness from cleaning. (#9149)

4944 1908-S AU50 NGC. A lightly circulated example of the famously 
low-mintage 1908-S double eagle, one of just 22,000 pieces struck. 
Yellow-orange fields retain considerable luster, particularly on the 
reverse, though the obverse is appreciably worn with a significant 
abrasion at Liberty’s left side which determines the grade. (#9149)

4945 1908-S MS62 PCGS. CAC. The alluringly low mintage of 22,000 
pieces is the inevitable starting-point for any discussion of the 
1908-S double eagle, but there are other fascinating angles to the 
issue. It is the first S-mint Saint-Gaudens double eagle, for example, 
and all coins are With Motto, suggesting a limited production later 
in the year. Also worth noting is that the next year, more than 2.7 
million double eagles were struck at the location, suggesting that 
San Francisco was making up for lost time. 

From the brief but famous 1908-S press run comes this MS62 
example, a strongly lustrous sun-yellow coin that is well struck. 
Both sides show numerous light to moderate marks as well as a 
handful of copper spots, though the overall eye appeal is strong for 
the grade. PCGS has certified 72 finer pieces (5/10). (#9149) 
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Prized 1908'S Twenty Dollar, MS65 
Very Rare in Gem or Finer Grades 




4946 1908-S MS65 NGC. The usual narrative for most of the rare 
mintmarked Saint-Gaudens double eagle issues from later in the 
series is one of high mintage—coupled with limited distribution, 
in many cases—and subsequent high meltage around the time 
of the Gold Recall of 1933. The story for the 1908-S, however, 
is one of genuinely low mintage, even though most examples 
of the 22,000 pieces struck appear to have been released, based 
on the condition curve of the surviving pieces. The minuscule 
production places the 1908-S as the lowest among regular issues 
of the Saint-Gaudens, With Motto subtype. Bowers estimates in 
the double eagle Guide Book that from 1,200 to 1,800 examples 
exist today in circulated and Mint State grades combined, for 
“raw” and certified pieces. That figure is consistent, or possibly 
an overestimate, based on certified totals at NGC and PCGS 
combined, 847 coins with a certainty of duplications (5/10). 

The average certified survivor at NGC and PCGS— 
presumably the top end of the entire population—is around 
AU55, although certified examples range all the way from a 
single Fine specimen (at PCGS) up through a handful of coins 
in MS66 and MS67. 

The present Gem is exceptional, as the issue is considered 
very rare in MS65 or finer; despite the wider availability of 
examples in the lower Mint State grades, the survivors thin 
out sharply above MS64- This piece offers sharp striking details 
overall, as usual on this well-produced issue. Vibrant luster 
appears throughout, with attractive greenish-gold surfaces. A 
few minor handling marks near the obverse rays explain the 
grade but are the only discernible blemishes. Census: 7 in 65, 6 
finer (5/10). (#9149) 
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4947 1909 MS63 PCGS. The 1909 Saint-Gaudens double eagle has 
a smallish mintage of 161,282 pieces. David Akers considers the 
issue underrated in higher grades, but examples at the Select level 
are reasonably available. The present coin exhibits sharp striking 
details and vibrant mint luster. The pleasing green-gold surfaces are 
lightly abraded for the grade. A few minor handling marks on the 
surface of the sun are not distracting.(#9150) 

4948 1909 MS63 PCGS. The 1909 had an adequate mintage of 161,282 
pieces, but it is surprisingly scarce in the better grades of Mint State. 
It is actually scarcer than the more popular 1909 overdate and is 
seldom located in MS63 or better condition. This piece has bright 
yellow-gold coloration and is sharply struck throughout. A number 
of small- to medium-sized abrasions are scattered over each side, 
which account for the grade.(#9150) 


Lovely MS64 1909 Twenty 



4949 1909 MS64 PCGS. Elusive in Choice and a condition rarity 
any finer, the 1909 double eagle is difficult to acquire in better 
Mint State grades. Intermingled orange and lemon-gold colors 
appear on the shining, flashy surfaces of this boldly impressed piece, 
which displays uncommonly strong peripheral detail. Pleasing for 
the grade, though a handful of wispy abrasions deny Gem status.

Satiny 1909 Double Eagle, MS64 



4950 1909 MS64 PCGS. The 1909 Saint-Gaudens double eagle is 
frequently found in lower Mint State grades, but seldom any finer 
than this near-Gem. PCGS has only certified 25 finer pieces. Both 
sides have hints of green color on the satiny yellow-gold surfaces. 
Traces of original ebony patina are visible on the high points.

4951 1909/8 AU50 PCGS. FS-301. Only the slightest wear shows on 
this delightful early Saint-Gaudens double eagle.

This MS62 piece has excellent luster emanating from the orange- 
gold surfaces, which show a modicum of small, scattered ticks that 
preclude an even finer grade. The diagonal die crack through the O

4957 1909-D MS65 PCGS. Branch mint production of double eagles

The Denver Mint (actually, via 
the Philadelphia Mint die shop) switched from the Wide D seen on 
the 1910-D double eagles to a Small D in 1911, seen here double- 
punched as though for emphasis. While this variety is not rare, it is 
seldom seen so fine. This Premium Gem offers brilliant, cascading 
luster over warm orange-gold fields. The well-executed strike, while 
normal for the issue, never fails to appeal, and the relative paucity 
of marks puts this piece near the top of the Condition Census.

5043 1927-S MS63 PCGS. CAC. The 1927-S is a “sleeper” among 
Saint'Gaudens double eagles, with collector attention focused 
on the ultra-rare issues in the series like the 1927-D and the 
1933. While the headlines go to those superstar coins today, 
series specialists know the 1927-S remains an elusive and 
valuable issue. The large original mintage of 3.1 million pieces 
negatively influences the thinking of many casual collectors, 
but the figure is misleading. Insiders believe less than 4,000 
examples were actually released into circulation before the 
Gold Recall of the 1930s. Probably only 160-170 specimens 
survive today in all grades, with about two thirds of them in 
Mint State. David Akers considers the 1927-S the ninth-rarest 
coin in the 53-coin series. 

The auction history of the 1927-S begins in the late 1930s, 
when examples started appearing in collections such as Sale 
399 (Morgenthau, 5/1939). Lot 554 of that sale reads “1927- 
S Extremely fine and scarce.” Despite the terse description, 
interest must have been high for the offering. The lot realized 
$67, a high price in those Depression years for a coin that was 
only 12 years old. Today, auction appearances are noteworthy 
events. A Superb Gem specimen in the Phillip H. Morse 
Collection (Heritage, 11,2005), lot 6698, realized $345,000. 

The present coin is an appealing Select specimen, with 
attractive yellow-gold surfaces and hints of rose color when 
tilted in the light. The design elements are well detailed, with 
just a little softness on the obverse center. Luster is bright and 
frosty. Eye appeal is outstanding, and the surfaces are minimally 
abraded for the grade. Population: 24 in 63, 12 finer (5/10).

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5045 1930-S MS63 PCGS. CAC. Up until the late 1940s or early 1950s, the 1930-S double eagle, while acknowledged to be rare, 
was thought to be less so than several other issues in the Saint-Gaudens series. Today, that has changed. The 1930-S has gained 
increasing recognition over the last few decades as the rarest of the five issues from 1929 through 1932. In fact, today the 1930- 
S is known to be the third-rarest issue in the entire series, behind only the uncollectible 1933 and the legendary 1927-D. 

To provide clearer perspective on the gradual recognition the 1930-S has achieved, consider the remarks that David 
Akers wrote when he was cataloging the example in the phenomenal Dr. Thaine B. Price Collection (Akers Numismatics, 
5/1998, lot 119): 

“... the 1930-S is one of the greatest rarities in this ever popular series. Since virtually all of the relatively few known 
specimens are mint state, it is obvious that this issue never saw actual circulation, and it is more than likely that the 
entire mintage (74,000 pieces, very small by Saint-Gaudens standards) was melted. The specimens that exist today 
were, in all probability, obtained by collectors or visitors directly from the Mint in the year of issue. In terms of the 
total number of specimens known, there are undoubtedly fewer 1930-S double eagles than there are examples of any 
collectible regular issue in this series other than the 1927-D. In other words, all grades considered, there are more 
examples of the 1920-S, 1921, 1927-S, 1931, 1931-D, and 1932 around than there are examples of the 1930-S. This 
is in contrast to its relative rarity ranking of 50 years ago when the 1930-S was considered to be only the fourth 
rarest S Mint issue of the series after the 1924-S, 1926-S and 1927-S. It was also felt to be significantly less rare 
than the 1926-D, 1921, and the 1931-D. It is difficult to say for sure, but the total number of 1930-S Double Eagles 
known is probably in the range of only 50-60 pieces. Some are quite nice with Choice and Very Choice Uncircu¬ 
lated being perhaps the most typically encountered grades, but true Gems ... are of extreme rarity with no more than 
6-8 such examples known.” 

In Akers’ recent Handbook, he writes much more succinctly that “the 1930-S is by far the rarest of the 1929-1932 issues 
in this series and, discounting the essentially uncollectible 1933, only the 1927-D is rarer when we consider the entire 
Saint-Gaudens series.” 

The present Select Mint State example of this rarity is sharply struck overall—in common with most examples— 
although there is minor softness on the pillars of the Capitol building. The appealing surfaces display adequate if not deep 
luster, with a few grazes appearing in the left obverse field. Other minor marks appear on the reverse, on the sun and near 
the eagle’s head. The beautiful color is typical for the 1930-S, orange-gold with blushes of rose. 

This piece also displays a couple of obverse characteristics that are diagnostic of most examples known. A pendant¬ 
shaped die lump appears in the interior of the 0 in the date, and a near-horizontal die line runs from the rim near 3 o’clock 
to a ray of the sun. 

Astute specialists in this series will recognize this offering for the significant opportunity it provides, and act accordingly.

James Halperin - Co-Chairman 

Born in Boston in 1952, Jim formed a part-time rare coin business at age 15 after discovering he had a knack (along with a nearly 
photographic memory) for coins. Jim scored a perfect 800 on his math SATs and received early acceptance to Harvard College, but 
after attending three semesters took a permanent leave of absence to pursue his full-time numismatic career. In 1975, Jim supervised the 
protocols for the first mainframe computer system in the numismatic business, which would catapult New England Rare Coin Galleries 
to the top of the industry in less than four years. In 1982, Jim's business merged with that of his friend and former archrival Steve Ivy. 
Their partnership has become Heritage Auctions, the third-largest auction house in the world. Jim is also a well-known futurist, an active 
collector of EC comics and early 20th-century American art (visit www.jhalpe.com), venture capital investor, philanthropist (he endows 
a multimillion-dollar health education foundation), and part-time novelist. His first fiction book, The Truth Machine, was published in 
nternational science fiction bestseller, and was optioned for movie development by Warner Brothers and Lions Gate. Jim's second novel, 

, was published in early 1998 and immediately optioned as a Hallmark Hall of Fame television miniseries. 


Greg Rohan - President 

At the age of eight, Greg Rohan started collecting coins as well as buying them for resale to his schoolmates. By 1971, at the age of 10, 
he was already buying and selling coins from a dealer's table at trade shows in his hometown of Seattle. His business grew rapidly, and 
by 1985 he had offices in both Seattle and Minneapolis. He joined Heritage in 1987 as Executive Vice-President. Today, as a partner 
and as President of Heritage, his responsibilities include overseeing the firm's private client group and working with top collectors in 
every field in which Heritage is active. Greg has been involved with many of the rarest items and most important collections handled 
by the firm, including the purchase and/or sale of the Ed Trompeter Collection (the world's largest numismatic purchase according to 
the Guinness Book of World Records).

He has worked with collectors, consignors, and their advisors regarding significant collections of books, manuscripts, comics, currency, 
jewelry, vintage movie posters, sports and entertainment memorabilia, decorative arts, and fine art. Greg is a past Chapter Chairman for North Texas of 
the Young Presidents' Organization (YPO), and is an active supporter of the arts. Greg co-authored "The Collectors Estate Handbook," winner of the NLG's 
Robert Friedberg Award for numismatic book of the year. He previously served on the seven-person Advisory Board to the Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas, 
in his second appointed term. 



Paul Minshull - Chief Operating Officer 

As Chief Operating Officer, Paul Minshull's managerial responsibilities include integrating sales, personnel, inventory, security and MIS 
for Heritage. His major accomplishments include overseeing the hardware migration from mainframe to PC, the software migration of 
all inventory and sales systems, and implementation of a major Internet presence. Heritage's successful employee-suggestion program 
has generated 200 or more ideas each month since 1995, and has helped increase employee productivity, expand business, and 
improve employee retention. Paul oversees the company's highly-regarded IT department, and has been one of the driving force behind 
Heritage's Web development, now a significant portion of Heritage's future plans.

In 1991, he co-founded Pinnacle Rarities, a 
firm specialized in servicing the savviest and most preeminent collectors in numismatics. At only 25, he was accepted into the PNG, and 
currently serves on its Consumer Protection Committee and its Legislation/Taxation Issues Committee. In 1992, he was invited to join 
the Board of Directors for the Industry Council for Tangible Assets, later serving as its Chairman (2002-2005). Since joining Heritage in 
2006, Todd continues to advise most of Heritage's largest and most prominent clients.

3. The following Auctions are conducted solely on the Internet: Heritage Weekly Internet Auctions 
(Coin, Currency, Comics, and Vintage Movie Poster); Heritage Monthly Internet Auctions (Sports, 
and Stamps). Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions accept bids from the Internet, 
telephone, fax, or mail first, followed by a floor bidding session; Heritage Live and real-time 
telephone bidding are available to registered clients during these auctions. 

Bidders: 

4. Any person participating or registering for the Auction agrees to be bound by and accepts these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction (“Bidder(s)”). 

5. All Bidders must meet Auctioneers qualifications to bid. Any Bidder who is not a client in good 
standing of the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneers sole option and will not be awarded 
lots. Such determination may be made by Auctioneer in its sole and unlimited discretion, at any 
time prior to, during, or even after the close of the Auction. Auctioneer reserves the right to exclude 
any person from the auction. 

6. If an entity places a bid, then the person executing the bid on behalf of the entity agrees to personally 
guarantee payment for any successful bid. 

Credit: 

7. Bidders who have not established credit with the Auctioneer must either furnish satisfactory credit 
information (including two collectibles-related business references) well in advance of the Auction 
or supply valid credit card information. Bids placed through our Interactive Internet program 
will only be accepted from pre-registered Bidders; Bidders who are not members of HA.com or 
affiliates should pre-register at least 48 hours before the start of the first session (exclusive of 
holidays or weekends) to allow adequate time to contact references. Credit may be granted at the 
discretion of Auctioneer.

(called a cut bid). Any podium, fax, phone, or mail bids that do not conform to a full or half 
increment will be rounded up or down to the nearest full or half increment and this revised 
amount will be considered your high bid. 

10. Auctioneers Execution of Certain Bids. Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in 
bidding, so carefully check that every bid is entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are 
submitted, preference is given to the first received. To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written 
bids should be entered on the standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneers place 
of business at least two business days before the Auction start.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 


Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignors liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 
an amount below which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE 
WRITTEN ’’Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS, 
IF THE HAMMER PRICE DOES NOT MEET THE “Minimum Bid”, THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY 
A REDUCED COMMISSION ON THOSE LOTS. ’’Minimum Bids” are generally posted online 
several days prior to the Auction closing.

14. The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of 
a tie bid, the earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any 
Bidders at an Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision 
and declaration of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly 
offered, whether by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go 
unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the 
winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in 
its sole discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent 
or irresponsible person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory 
credit, collectibles references, or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid 
by a consignor or his agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any 
person apparently appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, 
or very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, 
the Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall 
pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. 
Auctioneer reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or 
for any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s 
election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees 
(seller’s and buyer’s premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer 
periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids. If such outages occur, we may at our discretion extend 
bidding for the Auction. Bidders unable to place their Bids through the Internet are directed to 
contact Client Services at 1-800-872-6467. 

21. The Auctioneer, its affiliates, or their employees consign items to be sold in the Auction, and may 
bid on those lots or any other lots. Auctioneer or affiliates expressly reserve the right to modify any 
such bids at any time prior to the hammer based upon data made known to the Auctioneer or its 
affiliates. The Auctioneer may extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors. 

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots 
shall be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such 
sales including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, all subject to reporting requirements). 
All are subject to clearing and funds being received In Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
purchases. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds” when 
drawn on a U.S. bank for ten days, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Credit 
Card (Visa or Master Card only) and PayPal payments may be accepted up to $10,000 from non¬ 
dealers at the sole discretion of the Auctioneer, subject to the following limitations: a) sales are 
only to the cardholder, b) purchases are shipped to the cardholder’s registered and verified address, 
c) Auctioneer may pre-approve the cardholder’s credit line, d) a credit card transaction may not 
be used in conjunction with any other financing or extended terms offered by the Auctioneer, and 
must transact immediately upon invoice presentation, e) rights of return are governed by these 
Terms and Conditions, which supersede those conditions promulgated by the card issuer, f) floor 
Bidders must present their card. 

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close 
of the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the 
Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot 
and any other damages pertaining to the lot. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative in the States of Texas, California, New York, or 
other states where the Auction may be held, are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, 
unless appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the 
actual amount of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, 
inaccurate, inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the 
applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at 
and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction or tax must be paid; only if such form or 
certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be 
made. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any 
invoice not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount or three 
percent (3%) of any installment that is past due. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an attorney 
for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs 
incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s 
time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of 
independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. 
A defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 10% seller’s 
commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to 
pay any difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and 
the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less 
the 10% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 


















Terms and Conditions of Auction 


29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the 
merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect 
to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of 
the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale. In addition, 
with respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he 
might otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on 
the invoice. If a Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer and its affiliates 
shall have the right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it may 
secure by possessory lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidders property in their possession. 

31. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility 
of the buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered 
to a common carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping and handling. Please refer to Auctioneers website www.HA.com/ 
common/shipping.php for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will 
be shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise 
and the shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. 
NOTE: Declaration value shall be the item’(s) hammer price together with its buyers premium 
and Auctioneer shall use the correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots 
designated for third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and 
prepay shipping costs. 

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. Any risk of loss during shipment will 
be borne by the buyer following Auctioneer s delivery to the designated common carrier or third- 
party shipper, regardless of domestic or foreign shipment. 

35. Due to the nature of some items sold, it shall be the responsibility for the successful bidder to 
arrange pick-up and shipping through third-parties; as to such items Auctioneer shall have no 
liability. Failure to pick-up or arrange shipping in a timely fashion (within ten days) shall subject 
Lots to storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily storage 
for larger items and $5.00 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event 
the Lot is not removed within ninety days, the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due 
storage or moving fees, including a 10% Sellers Commission. 

36. The laws of various countries regulate the import or export of certain plant and animal properties, 
including (but not limited to) items made of (or including) ivory, whalebone, turtleshell, coral, 
crocodile, or other wildlife. Transport of such lots may require special licenses for export, import, 
or both. Bidder is responsible for: 1) obtaining all information on such restricted items for both 
export and import; 2) obtaining all such licenses and/or permits. Delay or failure to obtain any 
such license or permit does not relieve the buyer of timely compliance with standard payment 
terms. For further information, please contact Ron Brackemyre at 800-872-6467 ext. 1312. 

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of 
shipment by Auctioneer. 

Cataloging, Warranties and Disclaimers: 

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of 
the items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the 
items for those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and 
no description of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express 
warranty that the goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations 
can be expected in any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. 
NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written 
warranties and you are referred to those specific terms and conditions.. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested 
parties. Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not 
be held responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal 
to the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion 
and does not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these 
Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null 
and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such 
defects, in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity 
or any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or 
affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express 
or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction 
or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred 
therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, 
etc. and are the exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted 
remedy, shall waive any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 


Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. 
Consumer disputes shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas 
venue clause and jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration 
which arbitration replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the 
lot lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, In such cases the sole remedy shall be 
limited to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneers 
maximum liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the 
value of the lot. After one year has elapsed, Auctioneers maximum liability shall be limited to any 
commissions and fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. 

47. In the event of an attribution error, Auctioneer may at its sole discretion, correct the error on 
the Internet, or, if discovered at a later date, to refund the buyers purchase price without further 
obligation. 

48. Dispute Resolution for Consumers and Non-Consumers: Any claim, dispute, or controversy 
in connection with, relating to and /or arising out of the Auction, participation in the Auction. 
Award of lots, damages of claims to lots, descriptions, condition reports, provenance, estimates, 
return and warranty rights, any interpretation of these Terms and Conditions, any alleged verbal 
modification of these Terms and Conditions and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in 
contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation shall or any other matter: a) if presented 
by a consumer, be exclusively heard by, and the parties consent to, exclusive in personam 
jurisdiction in the State District Courts of Dallas County, Texas. THE PARTIES EXPRESSLY 
WAIVE ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. Any appeals shall be solely pursued in the appellate 
courts of the State of Texas; or b) for any claimant other than a consumer, the claim shall be 
presented in confidential binding arbitration before a single arbitrator, that the parties may agree 
upon, selected from the JAMS list of Texas arbitrators. The case is not to be administrated by JAMS; 
however, if the parties cannot agree on an arbitrator, then JAMS shall appoint the arbitrator and it 
shall be conducted under JAMS rules. The locale shall be Dallas Texas. The arbitrators award may 
be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. Any party on any claim involving the purchase 
or sale of numismatic or related items may elect arbitration through binding PNG arbitration. 
Any claim must be brought within one (1) year of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation 
or the claim is waived. This agreement and any claims shall be determined and construed under 
Texas law. The prevailing party (party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its claim 
or defense) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to 
the arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, 
construe the agreement, actions in aid or arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such 
litigation shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if 
necessary the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful Bidder, purchaser, 
or Auction participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the State of 
Texas. 

51. These Terms & Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery 
process. Where such remedies are afforded, they shall be interpreted strictly. Bidder agrees that 
any claim shall utilize such remedies; Bidder making a claim in excess of those remedies provided 
in these Terms and Conditions agrees that in no case whatsoever shall Auctioneers maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of 
the lot. 

Miscellaneous: 

52. Agreements between Bidders and consignors to effectuate a non-sale of an item at Auction, inhibit 
bidding on a consigned item to enter into a private sale agreement for said item, or to utilize the 
Auctioneers Auction to obtain sales for non-selling consigned items subsequent to the Auction, 
are strictly prohibited. If a subsequent sale of a previously consigned item occurs in violation of 
this provision, Auctioneer reserves the right to charge Bidder the applicable Buyers Premium and 
consignor a Sellers Commission as determined for each auction venue and by the terms of the 
sellers agreement. 

53. Acceptance of these Terms and Conditions qualifies Bidder as a client who has consented to be 
contacted by Heritage in the future.
